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COMPLETE SET OF SERVICE PLATES which was 

made by the Sevres factory in France and pre- 
sented to Carlotta, consort of Maximilian when he was 
emperor of Mexico. These plates were in hiding many 
years near the City of Mexico. Each plate bears the 
likeness of Napoleon Bonaparte and no two of the por- 
traits are exactly alike, which proves that each portrait 
is an original, painted separately, and not printed on the 
plates. On the face of the plates, at the side of the 
portrait is the signature of de Georget Sevres and on 
the back are the initials, “G.S.’’ with a picture of the 
imperial crown. 

A heavy band around the plates in royal blue or 
Bleu de Roi, as it was called, is beautifully decorated 
in gold with the initial ‘‘N’ and the imperial crown 
worked in as part, of the design. 

The story of Sevres ceramics, often termed the 
Dresden of France, developed during the reign of Louis 


centuries. French artists soon led all the others in Europe 
in experiments with various clays for the purpose of re- 
producing the Chinese porcelains, so much the vogue at 
that time. Sevres is one of the best known porcelains 
and in 1759 the king of France became sole owner of the 
factory. The markings on Sevres is a most interesting 
study and one soon learns to recognize the various marks 
which were changed each year. 

The first marking was the royal cypher (which never 
changed). However, each year a different letter was 
used in connection with the cypher, and by knowing 
the letters used in the markings for the different years, 
one can readily place the year in which the various 
pieces were executed. 

The ceramics from the Sevres factory were made 
almost entirely for royalty and no attempt was made 
to cater to the general public. Huge orders were sent 
to the factory from rulers in various European countries. 


One of the largest orders came from Empress Catherine 
II of Russia who ordered a 744 piece set which took the 
entire time of the Sevres workmen a period of three 
years to complete.

F WOMAN’S work was never done 
in the pre-Civil War days, some 
of the blame should have been laid 
at the doors of the editresses of the 
women’s magazines of that day. The 
males of the family must have been 
a much suffering brotherhood. Pat- 
terns and instructions were offered 
encouraging the ladies to make for 
their husbands, brothers, lovers, some 
of the doggonedest (not to use a 
stronger adjective) apparel accesso- 
ries one can imagine. 

Take the Scotch smoking cap, for 
example, offered by Peterson’s Maga- 
zine.

More 
elegant than a slipper and much 
newer in style, made of brown 
cloth, embroidered in two shades 
of silk. The lounging boot will 
almost supersede the slipper, as 
many gentlemen catch cold by 
changing from boot to slipper, 
even in the house.” That, it may 
be admitted, was in a day when 
“gentlemen” wore leather boots, 
not shoes. Omitting the toe, the 
design shown would seem suit- 
able for a waste basket. 

“The time of the year is fast 
approaching for those happy in- 
door evenings with their pleas- 
ant and easy occupations. We 

think it requisite that we offer sug- 
gestions for those tasteful works 
worthy of becoming family heir- 
looms.” So Godey’s, in the autumn, 
lured the ladies on to make such 
things as the “Gentleman’s Loung- 
ing Cap,” presumably a fit head- 
piece to top off the figure wad- 
dling about in the lounging boots. 
The lounging cap to be executed in 
crochet, the material coarse, rich blue 
netting, the pattern in gold ‘thread, 
the crown gathered in and finished 
with a handsome gold tassel. This 
masterpiece of workmanship would 
seem evidence of the truth of the 
statement that the devil will find 
work for idle hands to do. It might 
have proved valuable as an heirloom, 
but few men, I fear, ever wanted to 
wear it, 

I regret it is not possible to show 
in Godey colors the pattern of the 
Royal Bengal Tiger Slipper super- 
structure, to be worked for a Christ- 
mas present for ye olde tyme parent. 
One may imagine a father’s despair 
upen seeing a pair of these zoologi- 
cal nightmares glaring at him from 
the Christmas tree, while he hoped 
against hope that they might be de- 
signed for another than himself. 

But it was only qa relatively small 
part of woman’s work to prick her

The lady editors of Godey’s, Peter- 
son’s, Graham’s, Demorest’s and oth- 
er such magazines must have lain 
awake nights devising designs for 
women’s apparel and accessories.

Evidently an ornate bead decorated 
cushion, round or oval, a foot or two 
in diameter and about three inches 
thick, to be used as a rest for elbows

And now, ladies, hush! A corset 
cover such as no one in this day could 
even imagine. No mere words could 
do justice to this item without the 
illustration. Not so strange that it 
was made of “fine cambric muslin and 
trimmed with medallions and Valen- 
ciennes.” But imagine yourselves en- 
veloping today’s streamlined figure in 
this overstuffed model of corset and 
corset cover, only to rattle around 
in it like a Mexican jumping bean in 
a button-and-daisy punch bowl! 

But that is not the most amazing 
of the Godey-devised, make-it-your- 
self contraptions. There was the 
“Pompadour Porte-Jupe or Dress 
Elevator” which is shown on page 13, 
with no attempt to describe the meth- 
od of manufacture. As you can see, 
dear reader, the little button-ended 
tabs, front-and-center, are to be 
pulled out and they draw up on the

Tunisian Pipes 


There should be a fine shipment of 
briar pipes en route to the United 
States in time for next Christmas, ac- 
cording to American Red Cross hos- 
pital workers in Tunisia. Some of the 
pipes will, no doubt, find their way 
into pipe collections. 

Mary Gillis, W. Roxbury, Mass., 
supervisor of Red Cross hospital serv- 
ice in Tunisia, heard that about one 
hundred miles from her base was 
the source of some of the finest briar- 
wood in the world. A social worker 
in Boston Dispensary before joining 
the Red Cross, Miss Gillis was not 
an authority on pipes but suspected a 
new source of crafts material for her 
hospital workers. They have the job 
of keeping hundreds and hundreds of 
injured and bored bed patients happy 
and busy. 

With Hubert B. Risinger, Red 
Cross supply man from East Orange, 
N. J., Mary started her briar cru- 
sade. They had to be at the briar 
wholesaler’s between 10:30 and 11:00 
a.m. on a certain day of the week. 
This meant starting one day, finding 
a place to spend the night, and pre- 
senting themselves early the next day. 
They arrived at the right town on, 
the right morning, but then had to 
make six calls to locate the French- 
man who sold the briar blocks, finally 
tracking him down in the local bar- 
ber shop. 

The blocks of locally grown briar- 
wood are already cut into rough 
shapes for various styles of pipes 
and have already been processed—a 
lengthy procedure of-boiling and dry- 
ing. They are carefully selected. All 
the hospital patients have to do is 
shape them down finer, polish them, 
drill the holes, and add stems which 
they make from plexiglass salvaged 
from wrecked planes. 

Two thousand of the cork-like 
chunks went into the back of Mary 
and Hugh’s car, and the Red Cross 
recreation workers in all the hospitals 
in that area report a mad scramble 
for the new souvenir-making material 
on the part of their patients.

HE SHAPE of the bell, as so 

many other forms common in art 
and in everyday use, comes to us 
from nature itself. Do you not know 
that the lily is a bell-shape, and 
that many of our flowers are in the 
form of a bell, often with scallop- 
edge? The lily of the valley is a per- 
fect example of a bell-shaped blos- 
som, and it has a delicate perfume 
comparable in quality to the sweet 
tones of a bell. The larger the flower, 
the fainter the perfume, strange to 
say, but with bells the larger the 
beli the stronger the sound. There 
are also many other bell-shaped 
forms in the kingdom of nature. 

In days gone by, bell-shaped skirts, 
and bell-shaped sleeves were very 
“high style.” With the “bell skirt” 
came the “‘bell trousers” and the idea 
extended to headgear, for ladies, the 
“scoop bonnet,” for gentlemen, the 
high shaped “Beaver hat.” 

Little children who play in gardens 
will seek out the soft mallow plant, 
a tiny green plant called ‘‘cheeses,” 
and they eat them, too, if no wary 
grown-ups are by. The flower of this 
plant is a tiny bell-shaped blossom, 
with a sweet perfume. It is an odd 
pinkish lilac color, and we get the 
word ‘“‘mauve” from the root word 
of mallow. Mauve is a color verging 


Imagine, ladies, if you can, 


into the pink-lilac tones, used more 
often in England than here, except 
in the world of fashion. We some- 
times speak of “mauve” tones in a 
painting or a sunset. To the obser- 
vant child the tiny flower of the mal- 
low appears as a minute bell, with 
small darker lines in it, and wee 
scallops at the edge. 

Tea bells summon people to the 
meal-time table. We had such a bell, 
I recall, as a child, that was of sterl- 
ing silver, with a filigree handle. 
The tone was sharp, and it would 
be a nice addition, now, to a collec- 
tion. Bells made of glass are not 
uncommon, for this purpose. In fact 
I own one. It is deep blue, with 
daisy and button design, and is all 
glass, with a sweet tone. 

The modern doorbell had a real 
bell predecessor. I remember it well. 
You went up people’s steps, and 
turned a handle, usually a couple of 
times, to make it ring. This handle 
was ivory, or porcelain, or amber, 
perhaps. Or perhaps it was of brass. 
Inside, it hit a gong, and the visitor 
was thus announced to the house- 
hold. If people wanted to be undis- 
turbed, they unwound the gong part 
from the clapper, on the inside of 
the door, Then you could twist the 
handle to your heart’s content, and 
only silence resulted. That was nice 
for gentlemen who wished to rest on 
Sunday afternoon without unwelcome 
visitors.

Detroit Children’s Museum 
Makes Post War Plans 


The Detroit Children’s Museum is a 
unit of the Division of Instruction of 
the Detroit Public Schools and be- 
cause of this rather unique position 
in school administration is responsi- 
ble for 250,000 children. The activi- 
ties, both instructional and recreation- 
al, indicate daily the necessity for a 
new building especially designed for 
the use of children and young peo- 
ple. The present building is over- 
crowded and space is in great demand. 
The new building will maintain the 
atmosphere of informality and inti- 
macy for which the present building 
is famous. For a youth-centered pro- 
gram of museum education the build- 
ing will include exhibition rooms, 
workshop and laboratory space for 
children, auditorium, library, and 
lunchroom facilities, committee rooms 
for teachers and student-teachers, as 
well as adequate storage space, offi- 
ces, extension service quarters, and 
equipment and museum preparators’ 
facilities. 

Post War plans of this progressive 
museum also include teacher educa- 
tion to implement fully museum edu- 
cation in the classroom and in po- 


tential school museums where the . 


close integration of museum educa- 


tion with other forms of instruction 
in the school may be carried on. 
Teacher education must be provided 
at the Children’s Museum as a dem- 
onstration center or proving ground, 


also through supervision in the 
schools, and in museum education 
courses at Wayne University. 

Of special interest to the museum 
world and especially to the public of 
Detroit is the announcement of the 
proposed establishment of subsidiary 
museums, to carry on in outlying dis- 
tricts a program for children simi- 
lar to that carried on with them in 
the main building, as a vital part of 
the Post War program. 


Milwaukee Public Museum 
Starts a Paper 


From the Milwaukee Journal we 
learn that the City Museum has start- 
ed a paper to be known as the Mu- 
seum Record which is being published 
through the efforts of the “Friends of 
the Museum.” The eight page paper, 
which contains articles on public mu- 
seum exhibits and news of coming 
projects, marks the institution’s ef- 
forts to expand its educational work. 

The Record was included in a plan 
presented by Director W. C. McKern 
in April to the museum board of trus- 
tees. This plan founded the “Friends 
of the Museum” comprised of persons, 
who by their contributions will fi- 
nance certain projects greatly needed 
by the institution. The “Friends” in- 
clude five classes of donors, beginning 
with junior contributors who make an 
annual contribution of not less than 
$1.00 to benefactors who contribute 
not less than $10,000 during any five- 
year period. The Record is financed 
out of these funds. 

Director McKern is editor of the 
Record and is assisted by William E. 
Dickinson, curator of lower zoology, 
and A. W. Bauernfeind.

Speaking of the 
rehanging of the museum’s master- 
pieces, recently returned from war- 
time storage, she saw “proof of the 
unassailable and unwavering confi- 
dence in the future on the part of 
the American people and the Ameri- 
can Government.” 


Annual Convocation Held 
By Rochester Museum 


The seventh convocation of the 
Rochester Museum of Arts and Sci- 
ences honored M. Herbert Eisenhart, 
president of Bausch and Lomb Opti- 
cal Company and recipient of the mu- 
seum’s 1944 Civic Medal given to 
Rochester’s citizen of the year. 

Clark Wissler, curator emeritus of 
anthropology at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History and presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
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Museums, spoke on the outlook for 
museums in a changing world, saying 
that museums can be immeasurably 
useful if democratic procedure pre- 
vails and museums do not become 
channels for propaganda. 


Wall of Petrified. Wood 
In Pettigrew Museum 


The Pettigrew Museum, Sioux 
Falls, S. D., has one of their addi- 
tions walled up with petrified wood. 
Some of the pieces are polished, but 
nine-tenths of it is in the rough. The 
specimens were obtained from large 
trees, some of them as much as 24 
inches in diameter, in various colors. 
It is too bad they were not all pol- 
ished when they were put in the wall, 
although even in the rough it is one 
of the best existing displays of petri- 
fied wood. The Museum is the old 
home of Senator Pettigrew who deed- 
ed it to the city upon his death.

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The Strange Case 
of 


Alonzo Chappel 


By HERMAN H. DIERS 


NE OF the strangest things in 
the World of Art concerns Alonzo 
Chappel, famous portrait and histori- 
cal painter. Despite the fact that he 
made hundreds of paintings and wash 
drawings of eminent citizens of Eu- 


rope and America and numerous his- 
torical and battle pictures, his name 
does not appear in any book devoted 
to artists or engravers or in any 
encyclopedia or biography that I can 
find. Copies of Chappel’s paintings 
appear in more history, biographical 
and other books than the works of 
any other artist. More people have 
seen Chappel pictures (mostly school 
children) than have seen the reprints 
of any other artist. 

Alonzo Chappel was born in a little 
house at 165 Bowery Street, New 
York City, on March 1, 1828. He was 














. Hamilton. From the original painting by Chappel. 
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the son of William P. Chappel, tin- 
smith, and Maria Howes Chappel. He 
was of French descent. At the age 
of 12 he painted portraits for ten 
dollars a head. The numbers of his 
sitters increased. From ten dollars 
the price increased to twenty-five 
(lots of money for a lad of twelve). 
But portrait painting was not to be 
his mission. Already, young as he 
was, he had acquired a taste for read- 
ing history. His: mind filled with the 
early events of the United States, he 
encountered no difficulty in finding 
material for his inexperienced brush 
to try its skill upon. 

This art fledgling quickly found his 
wings. Frequent and vigorous exer- 
cise begat strength and though at the 
age of 17 he studied for a single term 
in the antique class of the National 
Academy of Design, he never after- 
wards deemed it essential to the ac- 
complishment of the end he had in 
view, to avail himself of art schools 
and art masters. About the time he 
attained his majority, his parents 
moved to Brooklyn. They took up 
their residence on Front Street near 
Pearl, then one of the respectable 
neighborhoods of the growing “City 
of Churches.” Here he made the ac- 
quaintance of Miss Almira Stewart, 
and shortly afterwards they were 
married by the Reverend Henry Ward 
Beecher, pastor of the famous Ply- 
mouth Church of the Pilgrims, Orange 
Street, between Hick and Henry 
Streets in that city. 

His ambition quickened by the sym- 
pathetic presence of his young wife, 
he studied early ‘and late, reading 
with avidity everything possible bear- 
ing on his profession. In the winter of 
1848, Chappel painted some scenery 
for an amateur theatrical company, 
the first performance being held on 
December 19, at Mrs. Prest’s City Ho- 
tel, on the site of the present Court 
House.

Hence it is not surprising that by 
the time he attained his twenty-sev- 
enth year, his work had attracted so 
much attention that Keith, a noted 
picture importer of that day, volun- 
tarily offered to guarantee him $7,000 
annually in commissions, if he would 
consent to go to England under his 
patronage. The very flattering offer 
was however refused, Mr. Chappel 
preferring to cast his lot with the 
score or more of young and enthusi- 
astic painters, who were religiously 
endeavoring to give proportion to 
American art. Goupil’s was in those 
days the popular place of exhibition 
for the latest achievements of the 
easel and there it was that several 
of Mr. Chappel’s pictures fell under 
the observation of the Reverend Dr. 
Magoon of New York, who introduced 
him to the publishing firm of Martin, 
Johnson Company, later Johnson, Fry 
and Company. This company made a 
specialty of finely illustrated works 
in numbered parts (sold on a. sub- 
scription basis). He was at once en- 
gaged to design the plates for a work 
in course of preparation and acquit- 
ted himself so satisfactorily that he

worked for them almost up to the 
time of his death. Chappel also made 
a full length portrait of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Salmon P. 
Chase (later Chief Justice of the U. 
S. Supreme Court) said to have been 
painted in the U. S. Treasury. 

In 1859 the Art Social was formed 
with Alonzo Chappel, George Tunis, 
J. G. Brown, W. M. Brown and oth- 
ers. In 1866 the Academy of Design 
was formed with Chappel, George 
Hall and others. William H. Ritchie, 
the eminent engraver, was also a 
member. In 1878 The Sketch Club 
was formed and in 1879 The Brook- 
lyn Art Club was formed, and Chap- 
pel was an outstanding member in 
each. 

As one authority says, “All of 
Chappel’s paintings meet the theoret- 
ical requirements of being so simple 
as to be ‘readily comprehended in one 
view; while no written labels as in 
ancient Gothic Art, are necessary to 
explain the character of individual 
figures. The artist seems intuitively to 
understand a subject in all its bear- 
ings, and to be possessed of the abil- 
ity to portray the products of the 
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imagination with ‘striking beauty and 
effect.’ ” 

After the death of his first wife, 
Chappel married a Mrs. Abbie J. 
Briggam. They went to live at Artist 
Lake (so named in his honor) at Mid- 
dle Island, Long Island, New York. 
The last days of Chappel’s life ‘were 
clouded by a tragedy. An- insane Ne- 
gro appeared at his door one morn- 
ing and approached him with violent 
and threatening motions. Mr. Chap- 
pel tried to drive him away but the 
negro became more violent and at last 
rushed upon him raising a weapon to 
strike him down, when as a last re- 
sort to save his own life, Chappel 
drew a revolver and shot the Negro 
who fell dead at his feet. The horror 
of this event haunted him during the 
remaining four or five years of his 
life. 

Chappel died at Artists Lake on 
December 4, 1887 and is buried in a 
small churchyard there. 

Among his numerous paintings may 
be mentioned The Inauguration of 
George Washington, owned by Oscar 
T. Barck, Brooklyn. This picture was 
used as the design by the Post Of- 
fice Department in 1939 as the official 
stamp commemorating the 150th An- 
niversary of the Inauguration of 
George Washington as First Presi- 
dent. It is a fine oil painting in col- 
ors. Mr. Barck also owns several oth- 
er original Chappel works including 
Lee’s Cavalry at Guilford Court- 
house, Battle of Monmouth, Battle 
of Eutaw Springs, Battle of Lexing- 
ton and others. The Pennsylvania 
Academy of Arts in Philadelphia has 
Chappel’s, John Quincy Adams, The 
U. S. Naval Academy Museum at 
Annapolis, Md., has his Decatur’s 
Struggle with the Algerines, gift of 
Mr. Chester Dale of New York, The 
Chicago Historical Society has Chap- 
pel’s Wyoming Massacre, Death of 
General Montgomery, Battle of Bunk- 
er Hill, Battle of Plattsburg, Surren- 
der of the Hessians at Trenton and 
others. 

The Museum of Art of the Rhode 
Island School of Design at Providence 
has Chappel’s The Landing of Roger 
Williams while Brown University in 
the same city has his famous Death 
Bed of Lincoln. This is a very val- 
uable and historic painting and is 
among his finest works. The Museum 
of the City of New York has his View 
of Washington’s Departure From 
New York—December 4, 1783 and Al- 
exander Hamilton in the uniform of 
a General in the Revolution. C. K. 
Johnson, New York, has two of Chap- 
pel’s original paintings in color. They 
are Washington at Mount Vernon and 
McDonough’s Victory at Lake Cham- 
plain. 

Chappel’s paintings covered the en- 
tire American Historical Scene from 
the Discovery of America through 
the Civil War. No other artist ever 
approached Chappel in his historical

paintings though his portraits were 
simply heads ‘taken from other paint- 
ings’ by famous artists and Chappel 
added the body and background. His 
historical and battle scenes are one 
hundred per cent original and are his- 
torically accurate. 

Among his paintings may be men- 
tioned The Discovery of America, nu- 
merous pictures of George and Mar- 
tha Washington, Pocahontas Saving 
the Life of John Smith, numerous bat- 
tle scenes of the Revolution through 
the Civil War, portraits of the first 18

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But throughout their years of col- 
lecting it was their intention that 
their possessions should one day come 
to the Cleveland Museum, and they 
made their purchases so as to fit in 
to the needs and lacks of the insti- 
tution. Still, when the collections 
finally did come to the Museum, there 
were no strings attached; they may 
remain as collections and be shown 
in their entirety or may be broken 
up and exhibited as small groups or 
separate items; or, where the future 
makes it s¢em wise, they may be dis- 
posed of and other pieces substituted. 

Throughout their lives Mrs. Pren- 
tiss and Mr. Severance were extreme- 
ly generous in support of the Mu- 
seum. Mrs. Prentiss’ bequest added 
to her art collection one-quarter of 
her residuary estate. 

The 16 paintings in the Prentiss 
Collection are by Fra Angelico or his 
workshop; Constable; Corot; Gains- 
borough (2 paintings); Harpignies; 
Hans Holbein the Younger; Lancret; 
Luini; Mielich, Pintoricchi; Rem- 
brandt; Rosselli; Del Sarto; Ter- 
burg; and Watteau. 

Prints are the work of James 
Bretherton, Durer, Antoine Masson, 
Rembrandt. A particularly interest- 
ing pair are the Rembrandt, “The 
Three Trees,” and the copy of it by 
Bretherton. 

The 16 pieces of furniture collect- 
ed by Mrs. Prentiss are all 18th Cen- 
tury French. Mr. Severance also had 
a magnificent collection of this ma- 
terial, and with the 18th Century 
French room, completely furnished 
given to the Cleveland Museum by the 
late Mrs. Rainey Rogers of New 
York, the institution now is in a pre- 
eminent position in this form of dec- 
orative art. 

The sculpture is very delicate, 
exquisite and French. There is a lit- 
tle “Dancer with Castanets” in white 
marble by Falconet, curiously most 
famous for his equestrian statue of 
Peter the Great in Leningrad. Five 
pieces by Clodion, “Little Girl Car- 
rying Flowers,” and a pair of child 
fauns, “The Bird’s Nesters” in con- 
trast to two bronze candelabra in 
the form of full grown faun and 
faunesse. 


The most numerous class in the 
Prentiss Collection is that of Ori- 
ental ceramics, with 71 pieces, all but 
one, the earliest of the group which 
is Korean and dates to 918, are Chi- 
nese.

poke THAN 42 years ago an au- 
tograph collector, Adrian H. Jo- 
line, writing for Harper and Broth- 
ers, made some remarks upon the sub- 
ject of autograph collecting which 
are interesting in the light of pres- 
ent day business procedure.

nors, will be forced to content them- 
selves with the monotonous-looking 
pages of type, and will be puzzled to 
decide whether or not the signature, 
like John Phoenix’s famous auto- 
graph, was written by ‘one of his 
most intimate friends.’ The type-writ- 
ing machine is the discourager of 
autograph enterprise, the grave of ar- 
tistic collecting, the tomb of ambition. 
There is an eminent judge in this 
town who does his own type-writing, 
and has the hardihood even to print 
his signature with the addition of 
‘X, his mark.’ Could depravity be 
earried further? 

“The ability to spell correctly is 
not vouchsafed to all men. A few mo- 
ments ago, in rummaging about for a 
missing A. L. S., I ran across this 
example: 

Hartford, N. Y. February 6th.

They 
have been mostly ameteur things. 
Very truly yours, 
STEPHEN CRANE’ 


“This reminds one of Arte- 
mus Ward’s celebrated remark about 
Chaucer being a great poet, but ‘he 
couldn’t spel.’ It shows too the not 
uncommon error of writing a word 
in place of another having a some- 
what similar sound. No doubt poor 
Crane’s mind was dwelling on other 
things than spelling. 

“Readers of American political his- 
tory will recall the fact that the ene- 
mies of Andrew Jackson were ac- 
customed to ridicule him for his al- 
leged illiteracy and his shortcomings 
in the spelling department of the 
language. The general habitually 
made his a’s like o’s, and hence it 
was charged against him that he did 
not know how to spell his own name. 
I have carefully examined a great 
many letters of the hero of New Or- 
leans, and have failed to discover any 
evidence of ignorance on his part. It 
is true that his spelling was old- 
fashioned, and, curiously enough, his 
mistakes are almost all made in the 
matter of doubling letters. I have 
one letter before me as I write, in 
which I find these words: ‘allways,’ 
‘Allabama,’ ‘untill,’ and ‘dificulty,’ 
and he drops the ‘g’ in ‘bantling.’ A 
venerable friend who knew the old 


- general tells me that he used to write 


‘boosom’ for ‘bosom.’ Yet he never 
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seems to have had any “dificulty’ with 
the long, hard words. But, after all, 
what does it profit us to find fault 
with the spelling of the staunch patri- 
ot who said, ‘The Federal Union, it 
must be Preserved’ and preserved it. 
One of my Jackson letters is a fair 
example of his official style: 


Georgetown, 18 Nov. 1815 


“<¢Sir—The resolution of the leg- 
islature of New York, which you 
were charged to transmit to me, 
expressive of their gratitude to my- 
self and my brave associates in 
arms for the preservation of New 
Orleans, was received in due time; 
but a multiplicity of business pre- 
vented me from acknowledging its 
receipt sooner. 

“‘For myself & my associates I 
beg to return the most sincere 
thanks for the kind manner in 
which that respectable body has 
been pleased to speak of our exer- 
tions. 

Undoubtedly these exertions 
were attended with very extraordi- 
nary success—but no more, I think, 
than we may always look for when 
our cause is just and Heaven is 
on our side. No people in the 
world are more capable than ours 
of the ‘highest military results’ 
when they fight for the dear in- 
heritance of their independence, if 
a fair opportunity be afforded 
them of displaying the qualities 
which really belong to them.

It would be almost impossible 
to describe more than a very few 
of the outstanding cars. One that 
seemed to arouse great interest was 
the American “Underslung” 4 cyl. of 
1909. This car has the frame “slung” 
under the axles which gave it about 
a one foot lower appearance than 
any other car of its day; with its 
big 40” wheels and bright red paint 
it was the last word in the estimation 
of what today we call a “wolf.” Many 
a Gibson girl must have gone “just 
for a short ride up in the hills, to 
look at the lights of the City,” in 
those American Underslungs. 


A rear entrance tonneau type of 
the Holsman, high wheel solid tire 
is unique. A Locomobile steamer cir- 
ca 1900 with its high body and small 
pneumatic tired wheels with wire 
spokes, reminiscent of the similar 
horse drawn vehicle also aroused 
great interest. A very large two cyl- 
inder Packard with rear entrance 
tonneau is almost of another world.

HERE IS no more lovely way of

Some months ago I wrote to the 
readers of HOBBIES about the doll 
collection of Mrs. W. B. Garrison of 
Washington. Since then, with the help 
of her daughter, Josephine, she has 
planned a small museum to be opened 
in her home sometime in the early 
fall of this year. Everything in this 
museum will pertain to her main col- 
lection dolls. 

Doll music boxes will have a promi- 
nent place in this show of the make 
believe world. 

Peter Rabbit will be there. Peter is 
inside a large green cabbage head. 
Wind him carefully inside the green 
leaf. Music softly fills the air. White 
ears of fur appear. Then a small bun- 
ny head. Quickly he peeps out from 
the head of cabbage. The music plays 
louder. Peter disappears. This music 
box from the famous story thrills 
both young and old. 

A bisque gentleman and lady from 
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the past are seated on a paper cov- 
ered box. Their clothing of rich silk 
and satin depicts the style of their 
time. On the box is a beautiful minia- 
ture piano. The lady is seated in front 
of this. The gentleman with a violin 
in his hands is seated at the side. 
A small handle appears along the side 
of the box. Very slowly you turn the 
handle. Music of long ago fills the 
air. The little lady lifts her fingers 
gracefully. The man turns left and 
right to face his audience, while he 
professionally draws his bow across 
the strings. 

As “Jo,” the curator, of this pleas- 
ant place, arranges and rearranges 
there are two frightened looking fig- 
ures that hold a pig’s tail. The pig 
is covered with real pig’s skin. He is 
stuffed to give him the appearance of 
being quite real. The doll will turn 
his tail. Another tune fills the room 
with music. No wonder the doll chil- 
dren look surprised that such fairy 
tunes come from old porky. 


A friend, Frances, has helped for 
many months to prepare this museum 
for the fall. Picture her with her 
arms full of cuddly soft toys. A pink 
rabbit, a white Scottie pup, a lamb 
with small colored flowers around its 
neck, a brown bear, a black and white 
panda and a little dog. What fun to 
wind them all and as she holds them 
listen to the medley. 

A beautiful celluloid baby lays its 
head on a pink baby cushion of cot- 
ton material. Pick up the cushion, 
press your fingers back and forth 
against the center and a lullaby is 
played. The tone is true and sweet. 


A large lenci is amazed at the red 
plush horse. He bows his head with 
its beautiful mane of white and still 
another tune amuses us. 

The Ravea hurdy-gurdy man plays 
the Marseillaise as he turns the han- 
dle on his box. Many collectors have 
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this well-made fellow. He deserves a 
place in any doll museum. 

Still another box covered with 
bright paper holds a colored boy with 
a drum. Across from him stands a 
doll on a barrel. Turn the handle and 
the boy will play for you while the 
girl doll will dance on her barrel. 
What a lovely tune to dance to. 

A Schoenhut doll watches Bambi as 
he shyly plays a piece. A friend of the 
forest, quite startled, waits his turn 
to please the ear. 

There are boxes that play old cyl- 
inders of eight and more tunes. There 
are large discs to bring back the yes- 
terdays, also. 

Not a discordant note can be found 
as we take leave of the little museum 
room that hopes to bring great pleas- 
ure in the fall to all who are invited 
to visit.

HE WAR Finance Committee’s 

Western Pennsylvania nationality 
division had sold more than a million 
and a half dollars worth of war bonds 
at the end of the fourth war bond 
drive. One of the prizes of the drive 
was a group of dolls in handmade cos- 
tumes representing styles of the 18th 
and 19th centuries.

A news item from Lansford, Pa., 
states that doll collector Miss Lotta 
Davies, Lansford high school mathe- 
matics teacher, recently appeared be- 
fore the local Rotary Club and pre- 
sented 350 of her 500 doHs. 

Of particular interest to the group 
was her exhibition of dolls received 
from former students and friends 
who are now serving in the armed 
forces, scattered throughout the 
world. The collection includes dolls 
sent from Trinidad by Captain Wil- 
liam Z. Seott; dolls from India sent 
by Lieutenant Jane Marsden; and 
dolls from Persia sent by Sergeant 
Harry Davis.

“Penelope” is the old-fashioned, 
quaint girl, down to the smallest de- 
tail, From her dress of striped blue 
chambray and white organdy pina- 
fore, to her fancy pantalettes, lace- 
edged and tucked, she is demure. Her 
straw hat is coquettish with its long 
streamers and flowers. She is a real 
picture doll. 

Barbara is fortunate that her un- 
cle, John Beck, who is in the air 
transport command, brings her dolls 
from every country he visits. Latest 
to arrive are the bride and groom 
dolls from India. The groom’s cos- 
tume is more dashing than the bride’s 
—he is outfitted with a sword, beads, 
bracelets, and a turban. His 2-piece 
costume is trimmed with tinsel.

LWAYS where there have been 

children there have been dolls. 
All nations, from the ancient Egyp- 
tians in whose child sarcophagi have 
been found little imitations of child- 
hood, down to modern France where 
doll shops have impartially dis- 
played Monsieur, Madame, et Bebe in 
miniature, give evidence of dollhood 
along with childhood.

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a voice is supposed to say. The rag- 
ged child of the slums will feel as 
much motherly pride and devotion 
for the old shawl with one corner 
tied into a knot as the child of a 
fashionable home will feel for the 
miniature version of the latest Hol- 
lywood starlet with a different cos- 
tume for each day and everything a 
real child has save a nurse-maid. 

We seldom think of what sort of 
dolls were the favorites of the great 
and near great as children. In a 
lonely Yorkshire parsonage Charlotte 
Bronté had a doll she later was wont 
to declare was prettier and taller 
than those of any of her playmates. 
And, said she, “He was the Duke of 
Wellington.” 

The witty and beautiful Jane 
Welsh, later to become the wife of 
the dour Thomas Carlyle, had a doll 
she loved extravagantly, even after 
she was old enough to be reading 
Virgil. But by that time she decided 
she was too old for dolls and Queen 
Dido must die! But she must die in 
a manner befitting her mistress’s 
grown-upness. She made a fourpost 
bed with the aid of lead-pencils and 
doll dress drapery. She built a funeral 
pyre, with fuel made aromatic with 
nutmegs and cinnamon bark, Over it 
she poured perfume. 


Queen Dido was then placed on 
the bed and recited, through her 
mistress’s voice, the last speech of 
the original Dido. She stabbed her- 
self with a pen-knife and, feebly 
bleeding bran as the flames burst 
over her, she expired. But Jane 
Welsh had failed to realize her own 
attachment for the doll and at the 
last moment tried to save her, but 
it was too late and Jane wept so 
loudly that her cries of anguish 
brought her alarmed friends who led 
her into the house to quiet her dis- 
tress. 

Little Black Sambos knitted of yarn 
in yellows and reds and black have 
been kissed and coddled and cuddled. 


Shem, Ham and Japhet, to say 
nothing of Mr. and Mrs. Noah, have 
had the paint licked from their 
wooden robes by generation after 
generation of the children of parents 
who doubted the whole account of 
the Flood. 


Jack-in-the-box has popped up 
startlingly to emphasize his claim to 
be accepted as one of the doll family. 


Gutta-percha dolls have won the 
loyalty of little girls who have found 
them economical of wardrobe be- 
cause they not only had the stockings 
painted on their legs like the modern 
girl, but also because they wore shoes 
that were only paint. And if in the 
chest there was a whistling valve 
that could be imagined as producing 
a voice so much the better. That 
was near enough to baby-talk. 
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Jemima was the cullud gal that 
balanced opposite Sambo in the doll- 
hood plantation hoe-downs, 


The “long baby” with staring eyes 
and voluminous baby dress has been 
taken in the arms of the scarcely 
larger babies not yet old enough to 
find comfort in “playing dolls.” 


The other day a father of my ac- 
quaintance drove with his family in- 
cluding a two-year-old, to the near- 
est city, twenty miles distant, on a 
shopping expedition. In due time the 
party came home and bedtime arrived 
and the little two-year-old found the 
doll she always took in her arms 
when she went to sleep, had been left 
in some city store. 


There was no whimpering, just 
open-eyed, staring sleeplessness, with 
requests for “My Mamie.” The fath- 
er knew the doll must have been left 
in one of three or four places, all 
closed by that time. But since it 
bade fair to be a sleepless night for 
the baby, back to the city he drove. 
He contacted place after place with- 
out result until only one hope re- 
mained, a_ little one-man grocery 
store. He found out where the owner 
lived and drove there and awakened 
him. The grocer remembered seeing 
the doll after the party left. He went 
down to the store with the weary 
father and gave him the doll with 
an understanding smile. After a hur- 
ried 20 mile drive “My Mamie” was 
placed in the arms of her mistress 
who took her to her breast and 
turned over and went to sleep. 


Such is the doll’s influence upon 
the child—and such its part in the 
lives of many parents. 


If old dolls are today brought forth 
from attics and chests of discarded 
possessions and given places of hon- 
or in collections, it is no more than 
they deserve for the contributions 
they have made to the peace and 
happiness of those who cared for 
them and wept over them in chiid- 
hood, 


How much more human the care 
of a doll than the occupations of 
little John Ruskin who once declared 
he passed many of his childhood days 
“contentedly tracing the squares and 
comparing the colors of his carpet 
and examining the knots in the wood 
or the floor or counting the bricks 
in the opposite houses.” Small won- 
der his life was one of dry and dus- 
ty words. If he had been a child to 
play with dolls and experience the 
emotions of other small. boys and 
girls, instead of confining hiaself 
to his toys which were only a bunch 
of keys, a ball, a cart and box of 
bricks, what might he not have writ- 
ten of greater human interest than 
“Stones of Venice,” “Sesame and 
Lilies” and “Ethics of the Dust”? 
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A DOLL IN THE WAR NEWS

“During the fighting I happened to 
pick up a little rag doll. It isn’t much, 
but I thought perhaps you would like 
to have it as there is an interesting 
little story I could tell you about it. 
When and if I ever reach civilization, 
I’ll send the doll to you.” 


This youngster (he is 21, over six 
feet tall, blond and blue eyed) had a 
very close call. His helmet was shot 
off and with it part of his left ear, 
but he writes that he did not leave 
the line!

Presidents, numerous Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
U. S. Constitution, several U. S. Su- 
preme Court Justices, poets, artists, 
explorers, scientists, statesmen, nu- 
merous Military and Naval Heroes, 
etc. From most of these paintings, 
ranging in size from 7 x 5 to 60 by 
40 inches, steel engravings were made 
to illustrate subscription books pub- 
lished by Martin, Johnson Company 
and their successors. They include 
Dawsons, “Battles of the U. S.,” 
Schroeders, “Life and Times of 
George Washington,” Spencers, “His- 
tory of the United States,” Duyck- 
incks, “National Portrait Gallery of 
Eminent Americans,” Duyckincks, 
“National Portrait Gallery of Emi- 
nent Men and Women of Europe and 
America,” Duyckincks “National His- 
tory of the War for the Union” and 
Duyckincks, “History of the World.” 
Also Duyckincks, “Lives and Por- 
traits of the Presidents,” Tomes, 
“Battles of America,” a one volume 
edition of “History of the America’s,” 
some illustrations for ‘“Shakespeare’s 
Complete Works” and “The Complete 
Works of Shakespeare.” F. O. C. Dar- 
ley also assisted in this work.

One of these days Alonzo Chappel 
will be recognized for the genius that 
he was and let us hope that that day 
is not far distant. 
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COLLECTING CIRCUS CALLIOPES 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


ACK IN the days when most of 

us were boys and girls, the big 
event of the year in the average 
American town was the coming of 
the circus, with its “big glorious rich 
gorgeous free street parade three 
miles long,” a spectacle of magnitude 
and impressiveness. 

Those were the days when circuses 
vied in the uniqueness and variety of 
their street pageants, but in one fea- 
ture, parades were as much alike as 
so many peas in a pod, for bringing 
up the rear of each was the time- 
honored steam calliope, its steel- 
throated tones being heard for miles 
around. 

The steam calliope was not orig- 
inally designed for circus use, even 
though for generations it has been 
an essential piece of show equipment. 
The instrument was invented by 
Joshua C. Stoddard, a machinist, in 
Worcester, Mass., in 1854. It was a 
steam chest provided with cylinders, 
tuned to produce musical sequences 
under the pressure of escaping steam,

inally owned by the Adam Forepaugh 


similar in principle to that of the old- 
fashioned barrel organ. It was that 
instrument which suggested the cal- 
liope, the first of which was operated 
by a crank instead of a keyboard. 

Railroad locomotives were the first 
vehicles to make use of the calliope 
and during the Civil War, the instru- 
ments played patriotic selections as 
troop trains sped to the front. 

Circus owners, however, had taken 
note of the new musical instrument 
and when Howes and Cushings circus 
went to England in 1857, a calliope 
was taken along. It created a decided 
sensation in the principal cities of 
Great Britain where the circus ex- 
hibited. 

The steam calliope, mounted in an 
elaborately carved and_ decorated 
wagon became a familiar part of ev- 
ery circus parade. Because of the dis- 
tinctiveness and volume of its music, 
the cailiope was placed at the end of 
the procession and its position be- 
came traditional. 

Since the turn of the century, the

of Campbell Brothers Circus and Buckskin Bill’s Wildwest Show. The player 
sat under the canopy formed by the driver’s seat, facing the rear, while the 
boiler fireman stood on a platform in the rear. 
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air calliope put in its appearance as a 
parade feature and for band accom- 
paniment. The air calliope lacks the 
volume of the steam calliope, and its 
tones are not so distinctive, but it can 
be tuned to be played with the band. 
This is not possible so far as a steam 
calliope is concerned, because the heat 
generated by the steam used to pro- 
duce the tones causes the whistles 
to contract and expand, and they can- 
not be kept in tune with band instru- 
ments. 

As circuses, one by one, discarded 
the street parade, the steam calliope 
went into retirement. However, in re- 
cent years, several of these instru- 
ments have been resurrected for con- 
certs given on the show lot before 
the evening performances. Cole 
Brothers and Dailey Brothers circuses 
are among those which have used a 
steam calliope for lot ballyhoo pur- 
poses and last year, Ringling Broth- 
ers and Barnum & Bailey circus made 
use of the old Jesters calliope in 
its opening spectacle, “Hold Your 
Horses,” a nostalgic imitation of an 
old-time parade. 

A calliope would seem to be a 
somewhat unwieldy object for circus 
hobbyists to collect, but cireus fans 
are not to be denied their whims. 
Benjamin F. Perkins, Massachusetts 
paper manufacturer, owns several of 
these instruments. One is mounted on 
a truck and Perkins satisfies his col- 
lecting instinct by joining a circus 
caravan in New England, and fur- 
nishing music on his steam calliope 
for parade or ballyhoo. Likewise, he 
uses one or another of his air calli- 
opes to provide music for radio pro- 
grams advertising his wares. 

Paul Van Pool, Missouri bottler, is 
another owner of calliopes. When 
Merle Evans, bandmaster of Ring-

Some Odd Mislabellings 


. During the past forty-odd years 
innumerable examples of fantastic 
mixups in the labelling departments 
of the various record companies have 
somehow escaped the eyes of inspec- 
tors, to be pounced upon, perhaps a 
generation later, by collectors who 
find amusement in such errors. In the 
past I have mentioned in this de- 


. partment the mislabellings which cer- 





tain Plancon and Renaud discs in the 
5000 series suffered. Several months 
ago the subject forced itself upon my 
mind once again when, in one small 
batch of records that I had acquired, 
I found two mislabellings. One was a 
Monarch which purported to be Ah, 
non giunge as sung by Marcella Sem- 
brich, Victor 81047. I was highly 
pleased, as this has always appealed 
to me as Sembrich’s most successful 
coloratura performance on_ records. 
However, my feelings when hearing it 
can be imagined, for it turned out to 
be De Lussan’s La Paloma!’ (Also a 
fine item.) I couldn’t help wondering 
if the original owner labored long un- 
der the delusion that he actually was 
hearing Sembrich’s famous perform- 
ance of the Sonnambula aria. Finding 
another mis-labelled disc in the same 
batch made me decide that he must 
have purposely specialized in such 
things. At any rate, who could have 
been dumb enough to accept the Hen- 
ry Burr-Frank Stanley rendition of 
the song Rainbow for what the label 
said it was, i.e. the great Joseph Jef- 
ferson in Rip Van Winkle’s Scene in 
the Mountains, Columbia A385 
(1468)? While the song is an amus- 
ing old thing, I felt myself the loser 
in this case. Mentioning these oddities 
to my friends brought to my attention 
others of a similar nature. John Sic- 
ignano of Nutley, N. J., has a 10 inch 
double-faced Victor with “a sort of 
brownish label” that says: “Old Folks 
at Home, sung by Emma Calve. Price 
$3.00,” which he thinks are a couple 
of songs sung by Billy Murray. The 
number on the label is 18908, in the 
wax 17030. George Warnken has Op- 
era Disc 13959 on which, according to 
the label, Leo Slezak sings Tosti’s 
Serenade and Schubert’s Der Neugi- 
erge. But, says Mr. Warnken, the Tos- 
ti song is not sung by Slezak, though 
the Schubert is. Ed Vesper, of Queens 
Village, New York, has a 10-inch red 
seal Victor whose label proclaims 
Melba’s Old Folks at Home, 88454. 
Actually it is Caruso’s Your Eyes 
Have Told Me What I Did Not Know. 
And so it goes. If you have any such 
examples of mis-labelling as these, 
you might. report them to me for list- 
ing under the heading DiseOddi- 
tie.

In the June 1944 issue of Hobbies 
were listed a number of the artists 
with records listed in the Opera Disc 
catalog that I had never actually seen 
or heard of and whose existence I

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
George J. Gaskin 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


HE NAME of “the Silver-voiced 

Irish Tenor,” as George J. Gaskin 
styled himself, was a potent one in 
the very earliest days of the phono- 
graph’s career as a home entertain- 
er. During the ’90’s his cylinder rec- 
ords were among the best sellers, but 
his vogue ended in the early 1900's, 
shortly after disc records were in- 
troduced. Today he has been dead so 
long and his records have so com- 
pletely passed out of general cir- 
culation that I have been able to ob- 
tain only the most meager informa- 
tion about the man himself. 

I do not know when and where 
Gaskin was born or how long he has 
been dead, although his former asso- 
ciates think it must have been about 
25 years since his passing. My own 
collection contains only two disc rec- 
ords by him, both Columbias made 
around 1903, entitled “‘The Bassoon” 
and “Little Alabama Coon.” The lat- 
ter does not contain his name on the 
label but has a spoken introduction 
in which his name is given. I have 
no cylinders by him and probably only 
a few of the old fragile wax produc- 
tions have survived. A year or two 
ago I read that a New York collec- 
tor who goes in for cylinders regarded 
Gaskin’s 1893 version of “The Side- 
walks of New York” as the oldest 
record he owned and treasured the 
nearly worn-out thing so much he 


seldom, if ever, played it. 
A paragraph in an article by Fred 
Gaisberg, veteran official of the 


Gramophone Company of England, 
gives the definite impression that the 
pioneer tenor was a personality with 
idiosyncrasies of his own. Gaisberg, 
writing in the Gramophone for April, 
1928, said: 

“George J. Gaskin, who styled him- 
self ‘The Silver-voiced Irish Tenor,’ 
possessed a repertoire that ranged 
from the sacred and soulful song to 
the popular vaudeville ditty. Record- 
ing at a fee of £2 per round, he earned 
an income of £5,000 a year. It was a 
positive education to observe the fa- 
cility with which he could switch over 
from the religious emotion he dis- 
played during 10 rounds of a hymn 
to 20 hilarious rounds of ‘Maggie 
Murphy’s Home.’ Secrets will out, and 
we discovered that the success of this 
transformation was mainly due to a 
quiet glass of lager imbibed off- 
stage.” 

The period about which Gaisberg 


was writing was that of the early. 


1890’s when Gaisberg, a native of 
Washington and then only in his 








for the pioneer Columbia company 
and grew to know intimately all the 
popular artists of that day. Later, 
Gaisberg became associated with 
Emile Berliner in promoting the sale 
of dise records and was sent to Eng- 
land, where he remained. 

An even more picturesque account 
of George Gaskin’s recording oddi- 
ties was given to me by Albert Camp- 
bell, who recalled George as perhaps 
the only singer who chewed tobacco 
while making records. Gaskin ex- 
plained to Campbell that he “chewed” 
because fine shavings from the re- 
cording apparatus were blown into 
the room and irritated his throat. 
Ridding himself of surplus juice was 
no problem. He simply let it fly ac- 
curately into the throat of the re- 
cording horn! That hardly seems a 
sanitary process or one conducive to 
artistic singing. Some critics insist, 
in fact, that Gaskin’s voice was pre- 
dominantly “tinny” and was suited 
only for work with crude recording 
apparatus. When methods improved 
he naturally, they say, was relegated 
to the background and soon passed 
out of the picture. However, there is 
no question that he pleased the rec- 
ord buying public of an earlier day. 

The Columbia cylinder record cata- 
log for 1896 contains proof of Gas- 
kin’s popularity in the form of 41 rec- 
ords, numbered consecutively from 
2001 to 2041. Such hits of the time 

s “Sweet Marie,” “Two Little Girls 
in Blue,” “Plain Molly O,” “My Pear! 
is a Bowery Girl,” “Say Au Revoir 
But Not Goodbye,” “The Fatal Wed- 
ding,” “The Sunshine of Paraide Al- 
ley,” “She May Have Seen Better 
Days,” and “I Don’t Want to Play in 
Your Yard” are included. There are 
also “comics” like “Dr. Piecrust” and 
“And Her Golden Hair Was Hanging 
Down Her Back,” and “standards” 
such as “Ben Bolt,” but I don’t find 
any trace of the hymns concerning 
which Gaisberg wrote. 

In 1897 the list by Gaskin had 
dwindled to 14. Since there were no 
permanent “masters” in those days 
and the records had to be made by 
“rounds,” Gaskin must not have been 
in Washington much of the time. He 
continued a favorite, however, for 
several years longer. 


When Columbia introduced a per- 
manent moulded master cylinder rec- 
ord in 1902, a group of then popular 
artists were photographed at the 
Bridgeport factory, where they had 
gone to look at the new miracle. I 
have a copy of the photo with Gas- 
kin, portly and prosperous appearing,

in the group. It was not a happy occa- 
sion, for the singers suspected that, 
with the “round” system abolished 
and only one satisfactory rendition 
of a song necessary, their earnings 
would greatly decrease. In some cases 
they did, but other artists, given gen- 
erous royalty contracts, made far 
more money than. the _ pioneers 
dreamed about. 

After 1904 or so, Gaskin dropped 
completely from sight. He made no 
more records for many years, al- 
though a double-faced one by him was 
issued by Pathé around 1916. He must 
have died soon afterward. 

Two amusing anecdotes, both con- 
cerning Gaskin as well as the famous 
Len Spencer, come to mind. In the 
early days the Columbia Company’s 
“talent” would get paid off on Fri- 
day, and frequently a poker game was 
started that lasted till Monday morn- 
ing. 

Late one Sunday night, sleep, or 
the need for it, was getting the best 
of Spencer. He picked up a perfect 
hand that would entitle him to the 
“not,” but fell back in his chair, 
asleep, and dropped his cards to the 
table. The “boys” almost fainted at 
sight of what he held. Then Gaskin 
suggested that they reshuffle the 
cards, deal fresh hands and wake 
Spencer. This was done, and the great 
comedian sighed heavily as he looked 
drowsily around. 

“Gosh, boys,” he said, “I wish you 
had let me sleep. I dreamed I had 
just been dealt a perfect hand that 
would take everything in sight—and 
then you had to go and wake me up!” 

On another occasion a game was 
in progress, when Gaskin, by prear- 
rangement, got up and snapped off 
the light. Spencer was looking at 
his cards at the time. The others 
kept on talking as if they were still 
playing, and finally professed to be- 
come impatient with Len. “Hurry up! 
You’re holding up the game!” they 
said. 

Then up spoke Spencer, with terror 
in his voice. “My gosh, boys,” he said. 
“T hate to tell you but I’ve gone sud- 
denly blind! I can’t see a thing!” 

Some time afterward Len was 
threatened with blindness in one eye. 
Those who knew his fondness for 
practical jokes of every description 
have no doubt that he “got hunk” with 
Gaskin. 

I should add, perhaps, that S. E. 
Levy, of Shanghai, China, who died 
in 1931 and was the foremost au- 
thority of his time on old records, be- 
lieved “the Silver-Masked Tenor,” who 
sang with the Goodrich Silvertown 
Orchestra during the early days of 
radio, was Gaskin making a come- 
back. Actually, however, the voice 
was that of my New York friend, 
Joseph M..White, who is still active. 
Gaskin today is one of the most ob- 
secure of formerly popular recording 
artists.

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BUTTONS 


Leaves 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


\ pone IS an old saying, the exact 

wording of which I can’t recall, to 
the effect that anything in great 
quantity is “countless as the leaves of 
the forest.” It might almost be re- 
written “countless as the leaves on 
buttons!” For leaves are about as 
plentiful on buttons as any type of 
pictorial design; only flowers (with 
leaves) were used more often by the 
button designers. 

All kinds of leaves are on display, 
and in almost all button materials. 
The following designs show leaves 
only —no flowers—and my greatest 
difficulty lay in selecting a moderate- 
ly representative group from the hun- 
dreds of Leaf buttons (practically 
all of them excellent designs, too) at 
my disposal. 

No. 1 features the Ivy Leaf, long a 
favorite with designers in many 
branches of art. The button is flat, 
brass, with the all-over pattern in- 
cised and shaded. Reverse: “Soli- 
daire—Bte — S.G.D.G. A.P. ea Cie 
Paris.” A very similar button has 
light leaves against a shaded ground. 
Both types have cone shanks. 

No. 2 is a typical “Leaf,”—Elm, 
Beech, Plum or Cherry, perhaps. A 
fairly modern Hole button, it is made 
of silvered metal, cyt to shape. 

No. 83 shows a characteristic Com- 
pound Leaf,—possibly Walnut, Locust 
or Mountain Ash. On a flat Jet* but- 
ton, the leaf is inlaid in bright steel, 
with gilt outline. c. 1840? 

No. 4 is an unmistakable Oak Leaf, 
made of Modern Plastic. 1941. 

No. 5. This is one of the finest of 
Leaf designs,—an intaglio Maple Leaf 
on a flat, gold-plated (?) button. Re- 
verse: “D. Evans & Co. Extra.” The 
same design is found with silvered 
finish; and since “D. Evans” super- 
seded “Robinsons” in 1847, the but- 
tons were made some time after that 
date. 

No. 6 shows a leaf of the English 
Hawthorn, renderea in black Plastic 
Horn, with brass shank. Reverse: 
“Ingram’s Patent.” c. 1860. 


No. 7. Leaves may be used to form 
a conventional medallion, as on this 
. button of oné-piece, convex brass. Re- 
verse: “Orange Colour.” Such buttons 
(which Mr. David Johnson calls “‘But- 
tons of the Golden Age”) were made 


in England and the United States 
during the first half of the nineteenth 
century, and are notable for their ef- 
fective simplicity. 

No. 8 is a Hard Rubber button, 
with the leaves arranged in a “flow- 
ing” pattern. Note how the stem out- 
lines the button’s holes. Reverse: “N. 
R. Co.—Goodyear’s P-t. 1851.” 

No. 9. Like the Ivy, the Grape Leaf 
is probably as old as man’s attempts 
to translate Nature into Art. While 
it is less common without grapes than 
with them, I had no trouble finding 
this excellent example. One-piece 
pressed brass with raised design, col- 
ored background. 

No. 10 shows two fancy leaves in a 
reverse turn-over design. It is tinted 
gilt with darker ground. 

No. 11 presents a highly convention- 
alized leaf or leaf-group in brass, 
against a background of black walnut. 
It has a brass boraer and tin back 
and occurs in several variations. 

No. 12 is a flat Jet button, with 
the leaf; it resembles a Fern incised. 
ce. 1860. 


No. 13. Due to its peculiar grace 
and versatility, the Acanthus is prob- 
ably the most widely used leaf in the 
field of Historic Ornament. These sim- 
plified leaves are used to make an all- 
over design. Pressea prass with tint- 
ed background, self-shank. c. 1895- 
1910. 


No. 14 is made of amber glass, with 
the leaf raised against a _ pebbled 
ground. Swirl back. c. 1840-1860? 


No. 15 is a so-called “tailors’ but- 
ton” of black Vegetable Ivory, with 
satin finish. Many buttons of this 
class have simple but good designs, 
which are as smoothly and carefully 
carried out as if they were destined 
for a museum instead of for some 
unassuming black coat or suit of the 
period 1900-1915. 

No. 16 is of pressed brass with tint- 
ed ground. These Acanthus Leaves 
are arranged in a “pinwheel,” to 
make a medallion which “flows,” in 
contrast to the “static” effect of No. 
7. Self-shank. c. 1895-1910. 

No. 17. This typical Acanthus Leaf 
is shown in high reitef on a button of 
mottled composition. Self-shank. c. 
1880. 
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No. 18. The Shamrock, symbol of 
Erin, appears on this small brass but- 
ton against a background of bright 
blue enamel. 

No. 19. This rather indeterminate 
round leaf is of carved Pearl, on a 
convex button of black composition. 
c. 1910-20? Except for rather sketch- 
ily engraved leaf-suggestions, leaves 
do not seem over plentiful on Pearl 
buttons. 


No. 20. I included this dull-finished 
Jet button in the yroup because the 
leaf is unlike any of the others shown. 
It faintly resembles a Classic “fig- 
leaf,” while the long stem which 
forms the border suggests the Lotus 
or Water Lily. I leave its identifica- 
tion to someone better versed in bota- 


ny than I am! 


No. 21 is a “Perfume” button of 
slightly concave brass with a cut-out 
leaf which shows the brown velvet 
beneath. Tinted finish, self-shank. 


Many of the leaves on buttons are 
“just leaves,” which defy positive 
identification. But collectors with a 
bent for nature study can have a 
Field Day discovering and classify- 
ing the different kinds of leaves that 
“grow” on buttons! 


There is an old-time song about the 
months of the year, whose last verse 
goes something like this: 
“September turns the green leaves 

brown; 

October’s winds do knock them down; 
November fields are dark and sere,— 
December comes and ends the year!” 

But the leaves on buttons are safe 
from wind and frost, and they do 
their part to brighten days that 
might be “dark and sere.” For one 
of the best things about a hobby is 
that it keeps one’s mind off one’s 
troubles — and in that admirable 
cause, every button helps!

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Steeplechase Button — Three Riders 


By LAWRENCE D. SASSCIER 














re SPORTING buttons, a 

prominent place is given in most 
button books to the “Steeplechase,” 
showing the rider clearing a fence 
or gate. The design is well balanced, 
shows good action, and is prized by 
lovers of sports buttons. But in HOB- 
BIES, December, 1942, the Michigan 
Button Society displayed another rac- 
ing button, showing three riders of a 
steeplechase, two mounted and one 
down, on which they were seeking in- 
formation. 

Recently we came across some of 
these buttons, and they are most in- 
teresting. The brass stamping is quite 
clear, and the picture portrays a com- 
mon and often dangerous hazard of 
this particular type of race. Two of 
the horses and riders have cleared 
the jump, but one did not make it, 
and both horse and rider are strug- 
gling to rise. There is something fas- 
cinating and compelling in a steeple- 
chase, that one misses in the ordi- 
nary competition of “bangtails” on 
the race track. It ig the constant ele- 
ment of danger in spills, the frequent 
change of pace and tempo, and the 
surmounting of various and difficult 
hazards, which call for the utmost 
skill of both rider and horse. 

From the obscure mists of the past, 
steeplechasing emerged into the open 
about 1742. Ireland seems to have 
been its birthplace, and the Irish have 
been consistent lovers of this form 
of racing for generations. The first 
written account dates back to 1752, 
describing a match between Mr. O’- 
Callaghan and Mr. Edmund Blake, 
the course being from Buttevant 
Church to the spire of St. Leger 
Church. It was a match of skill over 
approximately four and _ one-half 
miles of rough hunting country. Un- 
fortunately we are not told the name 
of the winner, Well before this time, 
there were many matches of riding 
skill among huntsmen, who were not 
satisfied with their exhibition when 
riding after hounds, and wished to 


settle the matter when untrammeled - 





by any fox or hound’s movements. 
But they were personal affairs, and 
followed no uniform pattern. 

Apparently up to 1792, only two 
contestants would enter a_steeple- 
chase. In that year, however, a race 
was arranged at Leicestershire in 
which three were entered, to cover a 
round trip of eight miles. Gradually 
the stipulation of a race to or be- 
tween “steeples” was eliminated, there 
being substituted merely two objec- 
tives known to the riders, but the 
word “steeplechase” still persists for 
this form of racing. 

These early steeplechases were rid- 
den by “gentlemen” and not by pro- 
fessional riders. They rode their own 
hunting horses, and intense rivalry 
existed among them. Often the prizes 
would be a hogshead of claret, or a 
quarter cask of rum, or some other 
type of award rather than money. 
To prevent the use of race horses, it 
was early determined to provide a 
certain number of hazards, natural or 
otherwise, such as four and one-half 
foot fences, four foot drains, brooks, 
hedges, and other impediments to 
straight-away racing. The race horse, 
not being trained to jump, was obvi- 
ously no match for the country hunt- 
er, and was not wanted. These haz- 
ards automatically barred the race 
horse. 

In the year 1819, steeplechasing in 
Ireland is described as a “sort of rac- 
ing for which the Paddies are par- 
ticularly famous, and in which, un- 
less the rider has pluck and his horse 
stamina, they cannot expect to get 
well home.” The “tumbledown races” 
took the popular fancy, and quite of- 
ten the winner fell several times in 
the course of the race. A report of 
one race says, “six falls, but nobody 
killed.” Probably that was a disap- 
pointment! Spurred on by the heat 
of competition, these hardy riders of- 
ten essayed hazards much too diffi- 
cult. Spectators of course were at a 
disadvantage, for unless they chose 
to ride along with the contestants, 
they could witness very little of the 
exciting action, as the races usually 
extended over several miles. But this 
too, gave opportunity for assistance 
from friends, or trickery from foes, 
at well concealed hazards, and 
brought about a demand for a race 
which could be witnessed by the spec- 
tators. So in February, 1836, the first 
Liverpool steeplechase was run near 
Aintree, twice around a_ two-mile 
course. Nearly the whole performance 
could be seen from the grandstand, 
and it met with instant favor from 
the public. In 1839 the Grand Nation- 
al Steeplechase was instituted at Liv- 
erpool, which grew to be the prin- 
cipal cross-country event each year. y 

Some old pictures, titled “The First 
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Steeple Chase on Record,” painted by 
Henry Alken, have been the object 
of much speculation, but it is gen- 
erally thought that this excellent 
painter of sporting scenes, did this 
in a jocular manner. These plates 
show a number of soldiers dressed 
in blue overalls, night shirts, and tas- 
seled night caps, riding like mad in 
a moon-lit night, over very rough 
country, which would have been most 
difficult even in broad daylight. The 
time was supposed to have been in 
December, 1803, and the place, Ips- 
wich barracks, where a regiment of 
cavalry was stationed. During a rid- 
ing argument one evening, a Mr. 
Hansum challenged a horse of his, 
against that of any man in the regi- 
ment. Immediately a number of sol- 
diers accepted the challenge, and it 
was decided to run the race without 
further delay, as the moon was shin- 
ing brightly. It is a popular story, 
but there seems to be no evidence 
that this race ever took place, ex- 
cept in the fertile mind of Mr. Al- 
ken. 

But getting back to the three-rider 
button. While it does not seem to be 
extensively distributed, it is a de- 
sirable specimen, and one which holds 
much appeal to the collector of sports 
buttons.

On Button Collecting

(= Hobby and Antique Show, held 
at the Sherman Hotel, Chicago, 
November, 1943, proved again how 
very popular button collecting has 
become. The various entries of but- 
tons for the exhibits were lovely and 
beautifully mounted in standard size 
containers, or cases made especially 
to display their charms. All entries 
were classified and judged; and rib- 
bons and cash awards were given for 
the best trays of buttons. 

When I was a girl we also collected 
pretty buttons to see which one 
could get the longest string in the 
world. The charm-string collector 
was really the original button collec- 
tor, only he did not pay anything 
for the buttons he collected. A 
“Charm-Button” on each string did 
the trick. When one of these charm 
strings was shown to someone, you 
always watched with eager eyes, 
hoping the person would touch that 
special charm button; and when they 
did, you lost all interest in their 
looking further, because that person 
then owed you a pretty button. If 
a charm-string broke in handling, it 
was called ‘‘dead.” 

In one of the HOBBIES magazines 
there is a picture of a charm string 
which was exhibited in Colorado 
Springs, Colo. It is 95 yards long, 
contains 10,900 buttons—no two alike 
—some dating back 150 years. Some 
of these charm strings of old buttons 
have sold for $500; and some only 
two yards long have sold for $150. 
Little did the collector of these old 
buttons ever dream they would reach 
such heights. 

I think we all know and love pear] 
buttons. These buttons have always 
served a good purpose wherever but- 
tons were needed; but now the new 
plastic buttons are running a close 
second for beauty and utility. Plain 
pearl buttons have long been colored 
and the lovely iridescence of the pearl 
shows through the coloring. This 
type of pearl was used for trimming. 
Cameos were carved in pearl and 
made into most beautiful buttons. 
These carved pearls were made from 
both smoky and white shells, Some 
of these carved pearls were worked 
in designs of flowers, fans, birds, 
little mill scenes, fruits, butterflies 
and geometric designs. The deep sea 
pearl is handsome in its coloring, and 
is always delicately carved. These 
finely carved pearls are not being 
made any more. Many fine-pressed 
brass designs, of heads, bow-knots, 
hands holding flowers, were mounted 


on these pearl backgrounds and 
trimmed with tiny cut steel jewels. 

Papier-maché buttons, with inlay 
of shell, silver, gold, or bits of col- 
ored stone; such as pink shell, tur- 
quoise, cinnabar jasper or ivory, are 
very fine for the collector, and are 
as much works of art as the Floren- 
tine jewelry which was made in Italy 
years ago. And it was a tray of but- 
tons such as these which was given 
the highest award and judged out- 
standing in the 1943 Hobby Show in 
Chicago. 

Buttons such as these inlay but- 
tons were worked on and made one 
at a time, mostly by hand; they

This lady also men- 
tions that this same factory is still 
standing near her home in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Porcelain buttons were made from 
1895 to 1914 in both America and 
France. These porcelain disks were 
painted in much the same manner as 
our hand-painted china dishes; and 
went through the same firing pro- 
cess. Pictures of many beautiful wo- 
men, some actual portraits, as well 
as flowers, scenes, groups of figures, 
cherubs and angels or conventional 
designs, were done on these porcelain 
disks. After being fired, the disks 
were backed with a piece of brass 
or silver containing a metal shank. 
In this way the button could be at- 
tached to the clothing. Some of the 
porcelain buttons have a metal shank 
imbedded into the porcelain, which 
was done before the button disk had 
cooled off, and while it was still soft. 
Some of the frames, into which this 
type of porcelain disk is set, are 
most beautifully made, and are de- 
signed to hold cut-steel jewels or 
pearls or real stones and old pastes; 
and this gives these buttons a rich 
appearance, and they resemble min- 
iatures. Many of these beautiful bu<- 
tons have been made into jewelry; 
and particularly into brooches. 

Satsuma buttons were made in 
Japan from earthenware, and they, 
too, were beautifully made, and de- 
signed to represent people, flowers 
and birds. Some of the designs were 
built up of paste and exquisitely col- 
ored, often glazed and crackled. Some 
were made as early as 1614. We find 
that the finest ones are usually 
marked or signed and are much 
sought after now by the collectors 
of old buttons. 


Buttons were also made by using 
a transfer on porcelain. These trans- 
fers were applied to the white por- 
celain disks, then put through a fir-

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ing process, just like our decorated 
china transfer dishes. However, our 
way of firing compares in no way 
with the old method of firing china, 
as used by John Sadler, who did 
some of this firing in 1752. These 
porcelain buttons of this transfer 
type were made in black, henna shade 
of brown, or dark brown. The de- 
signs were mostly heads of warriors; 
some of animals and scenes. A set of 
the Four Seasons is unusually inter- 
esting and very scarce. These buttons 
were called “Liverpool Transfers.” 

Some of the finest buttons to be 
seen today were made from medal- 
lions fashioned by Josiah Wedgwood, 
(The Prince of Potters). These very 
lovely dark blue jasper with white 
miniature figures are extremely rare; 
and very few were made into but- 
tens. Josiah Wedgwood loved these 
miniatures and it was a long time 
after he made them before he ever 
parted with one. And those of which 
he did dispose were used in very 
lovely jewelry. Many reproductions 
of the Wedgwood medallions have 
found their way into buttons; but 
very few buttons were made of the 
real Wedgwood medallions, and lucky 
is the collector who finds one of 
them. They sell for around $25 apiece 
now, 

In the time of the French court 
many beautifully painted buttons 
were made on ivory, covered with 
glass, richly designed, with jewel 
borders. Many of these were made 
in gold and silver, set in garnets, 
rubies, pearls, emeralds and the pre- 
cious sapphire. I have seen a few of 
these lovely buttons which were 
brought from Paris about 30 years 
ago. The Empress Josephine, first 
wife of Napoleon Bonaparte, was 
painted on this type of button. Mme. 
De Pompadour, and many other beau- 
tiful ladies of that time, were 
painted on buttons. Some of the ex- 
quisite ivory painted buttons in to- 
day’s collections have been traced 
back to 1690; and I believe some of 
the last ones were made about 1721. 
So you may see they are really rare 
now! 

The “Enamel Painted” are another 
type of our painted button. Painted 
on silver and copper these were 
worn by gentlemen of the French 
court. They were painted with the 
pretty faces of court beauties, with 
flowers and intricate designs; all 
richly mounted in gold and silver, 
and set with precious stones. Many 
of the buttons worn by these gentle- 
men of the French court were carved 
cameos, set in diamonds, and made 
to match the buckles of the same 
period. 


Buttons made of Whitby jet were 
approved and worn by Queen Vic- 
toria, who used them with her mourn- 
ing jewelry. These jet buttons were 
made between the years 1850 and 


1880. Jet is a fossil wood which takes 
a very high, shiny polish. Black and 
glossy, it is light in weight, and 
burns in fire. Jet is called “The Black 
Satin of the Mineral Kingdom.” 
When well cut and finely polished it 
has beauty and elegance. Most of the 
wood comes from Whitby, England, 
from which it derives its name. A 
great deal of jewelry, much of it used 
for mourning, was made of this 
Whitby jet. 

Intaglio buttons are a type which 
have their centers depressed; just 
opposite to the cameo buttons, which 
have the centers raised. These but- 
tons were carved of agate or carne- 
lian, showing heads of Crusaders, 
warriors and similar subjects. How- 
ever, many of the less expensive 
buttons of this type were made in 
pressed glass. 

Most of the military buttons were 
made from pressed brass; and with 
so many types of this class this is 
indeed a world of buttons by itself, 
and therefore must be left for an- 
other day! 

The ‘Jenny Lind” button is classed 
among our popular button collectors, 
in the Jewel type. Quite small, it is 
made in opaque glass in several col- 
ors. A brass rim or frame surround- 
ing the small head of Jenny Lind 
makes this a cameo-like button. This 
famous singer of P. T. Barnum’s 
day was called “The Swedish Night- 
ingale!”

mail through. In those times it took 
days for letters to cover short dis- 
tances; where now only minutes or 
hours are needed! This ‘Pony Ex- 
press” button is of pressed brass, 
showing in high relief a man riding. 
It is an interesting button to have 
and extremely scarce! 

I have the unusual, “The Charter 
Oak,” button in the large size. The 
oak tree in the foreground is made of 
brass in relief; and the wind mill and 
buildings in the background are made 
of pewter. Beautifully mounted, a 
clean-cut, well-turned button, it was 
made in three sizes. 

Buttons, showing hands holding 
flowers, or ladies with fans; and but- 
tons with fans alone, continue to be 
good in collections. Buttons with 
buckles, musical instruments, designs 
of harps, trumpets, horns, are still in 
high favor with many collectors. 

“The Cat and the Fiddle” button, 
a five dollar button, recalls the nurs- 
ery rhyme series. This button is now 
rare and is hunted for by collectors 
everywhere, and so is its mate, ‘‘The 
Cow Jumping Over the Moon.” Cow 
buttons were never plentiful, One 
cow button is called ‘“‘Mrs. O’Leary’s 
Cow;” and of course the Chicago Fire 
could have been the reason for this 
button having been struck. This is a 
brass button, in high relief and it is 
a choice button. 

Berries and fruits of all kinds 
made their appearance in_ the 
eighteen-eighties. Flowers and bas- 
kets of flowers were decorative. Some 
of these were made of pressed brass 
and in colors; others of black glass;

still others of. glass decorated with 
gold and silver lustre. These black 
glass buttons of the older type all 
held metal shanks. 

Mourning buttons were black, in 


dull or satin finish; some with a 
crepe finish. They were well made, 
usually mounted on pewter back- 
grounds, with metal shanks. The “all 
black ones” were used by those in 
deep mourning; and in my collection 
is one which is touched with white, 
a type used as a break-away from 
the deep mourning period. 

Biblical buttons are still very good. 
Probably the rarest in this class is 
“Moses in the Bulrushes!”, which 
shows Moses in a basket in the wa- 
ter; nearby, peeping through the 
rushes, is his sister Miriam keeping 
watch over him. This button some 
time ago, brought an auction price 
of eight dollars!

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FUNCTIONAL ANTIQUES 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


RECENT BOOK on furniture 
deals harshly with the great mas- 
ters of the past, making it very clear 
that, at least in the author’s opinion, 
our present-day designers are super- 
ior in every way, and particularly in 
the efficiency of their pieces. That 
brings up again the argument over 
functionalism, the fighting word of 
the modernists. While the term is 
used to cover a multitude of design- 
ing sins, it may safely be taken to 
describe furniture and _ accessories 


which are both practical, fitted to. 


their purpose or use, and economical, 
with no expense wasted on unneces- 
sary ornament. 

A very cursory study of the his- 
tory of furniture will show that this 
is no new idea, but a very old one. 
The very evolution of furniture as 
we know it, the steps by which the 
oblong wooden box used as a chest 
became a bed, a chest of drawers or 
a desk, is based on the first part 
of our definition. The second part, 
it must be admitted, is new, since 
modern labor costs and manufactur- 
ing process make ,elaborate carving, 
inlay and other decoration so expen- 
sive that they are distinctly an ex- 
travagance—one which, however, will 
always appeal to lovers of fine crafts- 
manship. But there is ample evidence 
to show that the makers and design- 
ers of the “antiques” some of us still 
like were trying, with considerable 
success, to produce practical and effi- 
cient furniture. 

Actually, they not infrequently 
tried too hard, with rather hopeless 
results, and were sometimes over-in- 
genious, even our great Thomas Jef- 
ferson inventing some gadgets which 
are more interesting than useful. But 
few of these freaks became popular, 
and we can give first consideration to 
those pieces which our ancestors liked 
and used because they were so well 
fitted to their lives and needs. Not 
necessarily to ours, of course, because 
architecture, plumbing, heating, light- 
ing and everything else around us has 
changed so much that we no longer 


need many of the things our fore- - 


fathers thought indispensable. Our 
clothes, for one thing, are so much 
looser and lighter—and our manners 
may be less stiff also—that we like 
to sit comfortably, while our poor 
ancestors in stiff, tight garments, 
laced bodices for the ladies, heavy 
coats and high collars for the gentle- 
men, sat perforce straight upright, 
on chairs and sofas we think entirely 
too hard and formal. Yet even these 
chairs were designed for their users’ 
requirements, most eighteenth and 
nineteenth century armchairs having 
the arms shorter than the seat, or 
set back on incurved supports, an 
attractive detail, but a very practi- 
cal one, because the very full dresses 
and coats of the users were thus 
spared crushing, An extreme example 
of this same idea is the English eight- 
eenth century side chair with an up- 
holstered pad on the top rail so that 
the gentlemen could sit backwards, 
resting their arms on this, and 
spreading their satin or brocade coat- 
tails behind them. And even the 
handsome and distinguished wing 
armchair was not made that way just 
for looks; the little flaps kept draughts 
away from the occupants’ head and 
shoulders. 

Early American heating equipment 
was far from efficient, as those who 
have lived with it know. So beds as 
well as chairs were designed to keep 
their owners warm and the testers 
with their curtains, quaint and 
charming as we call them now, kept 
off the ubiquitous draughts. Inciden- 
tally, these curtains hid the posts at 
the head of the bed, so any carving or 
ornament was confined to the foot, 
where it was visible. Lighting, too, 
was none too good, so the little stands 
which held candles or lamps were 
often adjustable. One example, a 
snake-foot, oval top one, has for a 
standard, a heavy wooden screw, giv- 
ing six inches or more adjustment in 
its height. Then this is concealed in 
a tin tube, japanned to almost the 
color of the wood. Again incidentally, 
the tripod base found on so many 
eighteenth century stands and tables 
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is graceful, but it is also better suited 


- to sometimes uneven old floors than 


four legs, which can wobble. 

Other examples of pre-twentieth 
century “functionalism” are numer- 
ous. In tables alone, we find card ta- 
bles, folding to take up little space 
when not in use, some with sliding 
shelves for candles, and even small 
wells for money, work tables, some 
with an attached “knitting-bag,” 
draftsmen’s tables adjustable at dif- 
ferent angles, and many others. Then 
there are dough-trays, on legs, which 
could serve as tables or stands six 
days of the week, and hold the dough 
for the weekly baking on Wednesday, 
settees on rockers with a small rail- 
ing along half the front edge of the 
seat to hold the baby, and any num- 
ber of others, designed and made by 
artists, or thought up by country 
cabinet makers. 

The great English masters whose 
work influenced our early American 
furniture published books of draw- 
ings and designs, Thomas Chippen- 
dale’s “The Gentlemen’s and Cabinet- 
Maker’s Directory” of 1754 and later 
editions, ‘The Cabinet-Makers’ and 
Upholsterers’ Repository of Designs,” 
published by Alice Hepplewhite, wid- 
ow of Robert in 1788, Thomas Shera- 
ton’s “Cabinet Maker and Upholster- 
er’s Drawing Book” of 1791, and oth- 
ers. These show clearly that even 
these men made mistakes, over-or- 
nate, weakly constructed pieces, and 
some intended to be “functional,” but 
actually impractical. However, most 
of these were experiments, some never 
carried beyond the drawing, and few 
of those which were actually built 
have survived. So the antique furni- 
ture we know is, and had to be, well- 
built and practical. It is also, in the 
main, beautiful and graceful, made 
from fine woods by fine craftsmen. 
So those of us who like it can well 
feel that we are in the right, and that 
we need not consider the “modern- 
ist’s” criticism well-founded.

Among other things are half 
a dozen horse drawn street cars, all 
complete with a half mile of track 
through the ranch grounds and all 
day a horse and driver were busy giv- 
ing the children, and several of the 
grown-ups, rides.

ling Brothers and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus, became director of the band at 
Hardin-Simmons University in Abi- 
lene, Tex., two years ago, Van Pool 
presented him an air calliope to ac- 
company the band. 

Likewise, Van Pool purchased a 
steam calliope featured in the parade 
of Parker & Watts Circus in 1938 
and promised Ben Davenport, owner 
of Dailey Brothers Circus, to let him 
have the instrument should he ever 
put his truck circus on rails. 

This year, Dailey Brothers Circus 
blossomed out as a 10-car railroad 
show, and Van Pool was true to his 
word. Hence, wherever the Dailey 
show exhibits, a steam calliope, bear- 
ing the inscription “Merle Evans Tent 
No. 27, Circus Fans of America, Jop- 
jin, Missouri,” is heard by circus go- 
ers. 

John W. Young, another circus fan, 
who lives in Michigan, is owner of an 
air calliope with which he enjoys cap- 


turing the spirit of circus day, and 
Alexander P. Clark of Connecticut, 
specializes in the collection of steam 
calliope material, including pictures 
of famous calliopes and players, his- 
tories of the instruments and their 
builders, and biographical sketches of 
calliope players. : 

Thus it may be seen that the most 
typical of circus musical instruments 
has not been overlooked by circusi- 
ana collectors.

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Experiences in Mail Order Dealing 


DEALER WHO does considerable 

mail order business writes of her 
experiences in a very informative 
manner. We want to pass it on for 
the benefit of other mail order deal- 
ers. 

“Here is some useful information 
which will give the whole antiques 
business a lift. After long agony in 
having tracers sent after goods 
shipped which was kept for weeks at 
the time to determine when it ar- 
rived, who signed for it, etc., I finally 
went over the head of my local 
branch directly to headquarters in 
New York City and found the fol- 
lowing: ‘For ten cents any express 
shipper may demand a return copy 
of the receipt which the consignee had 
to sign when goods was received, giv- 
ing date of delivery, whose signature 
was signed instead of the consignee, 
in fact, the very hour goods was de- 
livered. It seems to me that some 
dealers do not know the many ways 
by which a shipper can trap them in 
the matter of when goods arrived and 
who signed for it. A few lie like a 
house on fire with ‘The china just ar- 
rived,’ when they have had it in their 


possession for say, two weeks. A lot 
of rascality is going on under cover 
of delayed shipments because of the 
war, etc. In every case where I have 
traced a shipment it has arrived right 
on time without any delay. The rea- 
son why I went over the head of my 
local office about the return receipt 
is because the agent is more than 
80, long past the age of retirement; 
we are the best of friends, he has 
gone far out of his way to favor 
me many times, and he advised me on 
the quiet to do what I did. This isn’t 


_ generally known about express busi- 


ness, easily explained. They do not 
want to be checked too closely on 
their deliveries, but since they fall 
under jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as common 
carrier, they are compelled to coop- 
erate with the shipper to the limit 
of their capacity. And there we have 
them nailed as well as the birds of 
prey who want to stock up their 
shops at the expense of others. 

“A dealer here made a shipment to 
a small Connecticut town several 
weeks ago, and not a word has been 
heard of it since. The consignee says

When Returning is 
Not Justified 


EALERS OFTEN write HOB- 

BIES regarding their troubles, 
sometimes asking us to interfere or 
settle a dispute. We always avoid 
disputes between dealers where we are 
not concerned. However, at times 
some very interesting problems are 
presented that become a matter of 
trade custom or public policy. A deal- 
er this past month writes us of an 
interesting experience about another 
dealer who ordered a certain student 
lamp, and then returned it on the plea 
that her customer did not want it. 
There was no approval deal in the 
correspondence. The second dealer 


was not at all justified in return- 
ing the lamp on that basis. 

We remember quite well the mer- 
chandising experience we had in run- 
ning the Hobby Shop at the World’s 
Fair. Some collectors visited us regu- 
larly, and in going to auction sales 
and other buying sources during that 
period, we often bought articles with 
the idea that a certain collector 
would want it. We soon learned not 
to depend upon a sale in that way. 
A collector for any reason, or no 
reason, would not want it, and it 
was not up to us to question why. 
Whoever buys on that basis is going 
to come to quick disappointment. 
Certainly you have no right to put 
another dealer to the trouble of pack- 
ing, and being without the stock, just 
in order that you can submit a piece 
to a prospective buyer. 

Buyers of antiques, must expect to 
use the same purchasing judgment, 
and take the same risks, as do buyers 
of modern merchandise. Antique buy- 
ers still have the advantage because 
they buy only one, whereas the buyer 
of modern merchandise is expected 
to buy in dozen lots. Learn to take 
business risks in a broad-minded atti- 
tude and don’t expect other people to 
pay for your experience or take your 
losses.

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HAND PAINTED CHINA 


By THELMA SHULL 


AINTING ON china was a flour- 

ishing art in this country fifty or 
sixty years ago, and it would have 
been popular much earlier had not 
the great majority of people been 
led to believe it was a secret process. 
But as the hobby grew in scope, many 
found that with a little practical in- 
struction, even a minimum of guid- 
ance, the talented person could pur- 
sue this hobby successfully for his 
own satisfaction and the pleasure of 
friends who were given many of these 
beautiful, fragile pieces. 

Another deterrence to the advance- 
ment of china painting by the ama- 
teurs in this country was the fact 
that for many years fine white china 
was difficult to obtain in any satis- 
factory quantity, except by those who 
had traveled abroad and could send 
for pieces through European friends. 
However, paints were readily obtain- 
able, among the best being those com- 
ing from the Lacroix laboratory in 
Paris. 

From 1880 to 1885 the fad was in 
full swing, but progress was slow. 
Little guidance was obtainable 


through magazines at that time, pro- 
fessionals were reluctant to impart 
their knowledge, and teachers were 
few. Flower painting, often inartis- 
tic, was used mostly at this time. The 
banding wheel was practically un- 
known to amateurs. 

Manufacturers seemed to prefer to 
sell decorated wares because their 
profit was greater for this than for 
white china. However, women kept at 
the hobby, clubs and classes were 
formed in large numbers, and the de- 
mand eventually became so great that 
manufacturers were forced to heed 
the requests for fine white, undeco- 
rated china. During the 1890’s there 
was a great amount of this ware im- 
ported from England, France, and 
other Continental countries. The art 
of china painting became a nation- 
wide hobby by 1890. An interesting 
account of its success in Chicago was 
related by D. M. Campana in Hob- 
bies magazine for July, 1942. 

It was nr ager ena to use pottery 
and porcelain fpr purely decorative 
purposes as welkas for everyday use, 
both in the homes of the common peo-

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ple and in the mansions of the weal- 
thy. Many of the decorative plates 
had two holes in the rim across the 
back so that they could be hung on 
the wall. These wall plates or plaques 
were made in majolica and in glass 
as well as in porcelain. 

The creamy tone of American-made 
china distinguished it from foreign 
importations, and this home product 
was considered suitable for the china 
painter providing the entire surface 
was to be covered; however, if only 
a portion of the background was 
painted, then the whiter ware from 
England or the Continent was pre- 
ferred. 

French china was considered the 
very best for amateur painting be- 
cause it had a hard, even glaze; and 
it was made in aq variety of inter- 
esting and unusual shapes that ap- 
pealed to the decorator. Of course this 
china was sold in the white especially 
for amateur decorating. Pieces were 
classed as “firsts,” “seconds,” or 
“thirds.” The “firsts” were consid- 
ered practically perfect, the “seconds” 
had one or two slight imperfections 
or were uneven in shape, while the 
“thirds” had noticeable defects. How- 
ever, many times the “thirds” were 
used by experienced painters who 
adapted their designs to color and 
conceal the small black specks. 


Smoothness and transparency were 
achieved by more than one firing. 
Only flat tints or broad background 
colors were painted on before the first 
firing, the details and bright splashes 
being added later for the second 
firing. A third firing was sometimes 
deemed necessary. Often pieces just 
out of the kiln were a little rough 
in spots, and these were rubbed 
smooth with fine emery paper which 
had been worn nearly smooth on an 
old piece of china. A magnifying 
glass was an aid in searching out im- 
perfections left after firing. 

Most of the china painting at- 
tempted by amateurs was done over 
the glaze, though under-glaze decorat- 
ing was occasionally employed. How- 
ever this required a much greater 
temperature for firing than was ob- 
tainable in the usual kiln, but colors 
fired under the glaze had the ad- 
vantage of permanence and could not 
be washed or worn off from use. 
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A beginner’s palette of colors in- 
cluded three or four shades of yel- 
low, four or five shades of green, two 
of blue, two of violet or purple, and 
one of rose, brown, gray, and black. 
The cost of these colors per tube 
varied from about twenty-five cents 
to seventy-five cents each, the price 
depending on the color, yellow being 
the cheapest and purple the most ex- 
pensive, 

Half a dozen or more brushes were 
recommended for purchase. They cost 
about ten cents each. A tile to be used 
as a palette was forty or fifty cents. 
Other necessary items included a 
lithographic pencil for sketching, a 
palette knife for mixing the colors, 
several mediums to be mixed with the 
colors such as oil of cloves, balsam 
of copaiba, and Dresden oil, and tur- 
pentine and alcohol for cleaning the 
brushes. With this modest assortment 
of necessary supplies, the painting 
lessons began. 

Backgrounds were very important, 
and to achieve a soft blending of tints 
without showing brush strokes, a pad 
of cotton covered with old silk or 
with chamois skin was necessary for 
the amateur. The silk or chamois was 
about four inches square, and a draw 
string pulled it tight around the piece 
of cotton, the four corners of the 
cloth forming a convenient handle. 

One teacher who was nationally 
known for her beautifully decorated 
china very sensibly suggested that the 
first painting be done on butter chips 
or other small pieces. It was quite 
simple to decorate several butter pats 
at each lesson, thus acquiring very 
quickly a working knowledge of the 
art and an opportunity of seeing how 
the many colors looked after being 
fired. 

Preliminary sketches of flowers and 
leaves, with careful attention to de- 
tail drawing, were recommended for 
the student’s practice before actual 
painting began. Of course the design 


had to be adapted to the shape of the 
piece of china to be decorated, but 
facility in this respect was quickly 
acquired. 

Novelties in white china made espe- 
cially for amateur decorators included 
glove, boxes fourteen inches long, 
handkerchief boxes eight inches 
square, miniature candlesticks to be 
kept on a desk to hold a wax taper 
for sealing wax, Dresden style clocks 
with figures, flowers, ete. in high re- 
lief, small china hands for holding 
rings, dainty baskets, and an assort- 
ment of little boxes. There were boxes 
made to hold collar buttons shaped 
like a high standing collar with a lid 
that fit inside and a small collar but- 
ton handle. One style tobacco jar was 
called “The Makoula.” The shapes of 
novelty pieces were almost unlimited 
in number. 

Jewels to be set on china could be 
purchased from a_ general artists’ 
supply store. They were fastened to 
the china with a cement sold for that 
purpose. Jewels were set around the 
edge or in the center of a hand paint- 
ed flower, to outline one initial in a 
monogram, or in some similar man- 
ner worked skilfully into the design. 
They were made of glass and imi- 
tated emeralds, rubies, sapphires, to- 
pazes, crystals and cat’s eyes. Jewels 
were made in eight sizes, from tiny 
ones the size of a pin point to larger 
ones as big as a pea. In mixed sizes 
and colors they sold for ten cents per 
dozen. Very lovely pieces were pro- 
duced by incorporating jewels in the 
plan of the decoration. Coalport 
china was often jeweled, especially 
that imported about 1890. Some of 
this jeweled china, when heavily en- 
crusted with gold, was very expensive. 
Ring boxes, trays, plates, and even 
cups and saucers were decorated with 
jewels. 

The finer pieces of china were often 
decorated also with Raised Paste, 
which was afterwards covered with

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gold, or they were enriched with gold 
tracery or Relief Enamel. The Relief 
Enamel was usually employed in mak- 
ing raised dots or rows of beading. 

Many decorators of porcelain or 
pottery signed their work. Some had 
their name stamped on the back, but 
the majority signed their initials or 
name, either on the back or incon- 
spicuously placed in the design on the 
front. These signed pieces are no 
more valuable than unsigned exam- 
ples, unless the painting and the 
china are of superior quality. 

Though much of the hand painted 
china’ is too late to classify as an- 
tique, it has, nevertheless, a definite 
place in the cultural progress of our 
dining appointments and should be 
used on our tables and cherished for 
the future.

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O MANY dealers have found the 

mail order end of the business so 
profitable during the war that they 
will find they can always sell by 
mail. Some find themselves naturally 
adapted to this form of doing busi- 
ness. Others are not mail order peo- 
ple; they seem to have trouble right 
from the start. Often, that is because 
they have no inclination to give and 
take. They set their minds on a nar- 
row, untrusting basis and that will 
not do in the mail order business. 
You must be willing to adopt a fair 
policy and able to see the other fel- 
low’s side and not always just your 
own. 


There is one thing that is attrac- 
tive about the mail order business. If 
you are a hustler type, a go-getter, 
and want to be active, you can keep 
busy selling by mail and you can do a 
volume ten or twenty times greater 
than the person who sits around wait- 
ing for someone to come into his 
store. 

We have heard people say, “I 
wouldn’t want to be in the antiques 
business. You just have to sit around 
and wait for someone to come in. 
What in the world is going through 
a person’s mind all that time?” 

All that is just according to how 
different people are constituted. Some 
people find contentment when they 
are not too busy and if they eke out a 
fair living in their store they are sat- 
isfied. Other people are restless by 
nature; they want to be doing some- 
thing. Such people find themselves 
plenty busy if they have built up a 
fair mail order businsss. 

— 


Most everybody has his war diffi- 
culties, and realizing that, we do not 
like to harp on ours. We do, how- 
ever, want to call attention of our 
readers to the fact that the shortage 
of help that has pursued us during 
the entire war period, has forced us 
to cut corners in every possible way. 
There are only 23 people here now 
carrying on the work normally done 
by 37. Sometimes our office help an- 
swers your letter on the bottom +f 
the one you wrote. At other times they 
are very brief in answering your com- 
munication. We have also been forced 
to discontinue our research service 
that has been a help to many in for- 





mer years. For instance, if a woman business keeps up, we intend to put

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had to make a talk before a club on 
a certain subject, we would go to the 
trouble to get up most of her talk 
for her, giving her a lot of informa- 
tion on the subject. In some cases 
where correspondence comes in unin- 
vited, usually queries about where to 
sell something, they have gone unan- 
swered. We were simply forced to cut 
the work down to the very minimum 
in order to keep going. If our letters 
were not as lengthy as you would 
have liked, if we did not go into de- 
tail that would have meant research, 
we want you to know that it wasn’t 
because we have absorbed the war 
spirit of independence and discour- 
tesy; it wasn’t because we got the 
swell head, being offered more sub- 
scriptions and advertising than we 
could accept; it wasn’t because we 
thought we had the world by the tail. 

Just over the hill now we see the 
rainbow beams of the sun of peace. 
We will be the first to get back to 
normal service: for the fullest coop- 
eration with our readers, the greatest 
help to our advertisers, and to the 
polite, patient, and courteous serv- 
ice that we believe in as a matter of 
policy. We are planning and waiting 
for that day. We have kept it in mind 
throughout the war. We have made 
every sacrifice so that nobody could 
say to us in the future, “You robbed 
us and over-charged us; you were 
arrogant and independent; you took 
advantage of us.” There will be plen- 
ty of concerns that we all can throw 
that up to. We have tried to conduct 
our affairs so that nobody could 
throw it up to HOBBIES after the 
war. 


Many magazines doubled their sub- 
scription price. We raised ours 20%, 
we increased our advertising rate 
20%, although some departments we 
did not increase at all. We figured 
that, all through our income sources, 
our raises totaled 18% whereas our 
paper cost us 40% more, our labor 
one-third more and other expenses 
equally as much, some much higher. 
We have been able to keep going 
mainly. because of the increased vol- 
ume, particularly in asivertising. In 
fact, we have been running too heavy 
with advertising. If we could get the 
paper and the labor we would be 
giving you another form of 32 pages. 
When normal times return, if the 






in equipment that will enable us to 
give you a larger magazine and a 
two weeks’ deadline instead of a 
month’s deadline. 

We believe every industry in Ameri- 
ca is making similar plans and will 
put them into effect as quick as a 
wink if the government will confine 
itself to government and refrain 
from interfering with the conduct of 
private business by a lot of regula- 
tions, rationing, ete.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON

Cheap and Plentiful 
wt NOT seriously think over the 
possibilities of cheap and plenti- 
ful material? Charles Lathrop Pack 
did some fine research on stamps that 
at the moment were in the “dustpan 
and waste paper bin” class, and he 
made a real contribution. 

Others are doing similar things on 
issues of foreign material, now ac- 
tually a drug on a market. Such ma- 
terial is usually postage rate items— 
the stuff that takes your letter and 
mine to the addressee and gets 
thrown aside as “common,” even it is 
not preserved by the recipient, and its 
number is in the millions. 

Such an item is this current South 
African 1 penny (types A7 & A8) 
red and black-grey and black and 
what have you! Typographed, photo- 
gravure and all sorts of other changes 
in the center plate (the oval) and the 
lettering. But beyond this sub-varie- 
ties galore. Cost? Take ’em away. 
There are plenty more similar items, 
for instance, postal rate values, and 
believe me it is fun to study the varia- 
tions. Also, they are within the reach 
of all purses. 

Italian Issues 

The current rules about Italian 
stamps make the current (used at 
present) series, sort of hard to get, 
and harder to place. But if you see 
the 50 centime (the Romulus & Re- 
mus with wolf) printed in violet and 
with a white background—(Richter- 
Napoli) the printer, showing below— 
check the watermark. It is the “hon- 
eycomb” paper that was used by the 
same firm (?) for the 1912-14 issue 
of Argentine. And one could surmise 
that the. paper was of Germanic ori- 
gin. The whole current set is in 
changed colors in almost every value, 
either another color or another shade 
of the same ink. But the rest of the 
set is on the “Crowns” watermark 
paper. A set just in was purchased at 
the Naples P. O. on July 20.

Enemy Issues 


No one here seems to have made 
much talk about “listing enemy is- 
sues.” All that came like a landslide 
after the Armistice in 1919 and it 
hit some so hard they quit collecting. 
This time we are likely to have more 
and worse troubles. While some ma- 
terial is listed, much is mis-listed. 

Of course sales of such stamps at 
their source gives the enemy some 
profit. And also mailings are impos- 
sible from the other side of No Man’s 
Land, unless through Sweden or oth- 
er neutral offices, and deliveries are 
problematical. And this brings us 
again to the thought that dated, used 
items, dates showing during the ac- 
tual doings and before the end by ar- 
mistice, or surrender are major items, 
and of interest. Factual proof of con- 
ditions. The unused items of the same 
values are not proof of any histori-

At THE exhibit, August 10 through 
August 13, held in connection with 
the Golden Jubilee Convention of the 
Society of Philatelic Americans at 
the LaSalle Hotel, Chicago, there was 
considerable space devoted to precan- 
cels.

Mueller, Chi- 
cago, City-type Coils; Lester Jankow- 
ski, Chicago, Precancels of Austria. 
An especially interesting exhibit was 
that of Brother Josephus Edward, 
whom we had the privilege of meet- 
ing, showing the Precancel Litany of 
Saints. This working out of an orig- 
inal idea must have taken much re- 
search and great effort must have 
been expended in getting together the 
precancels illustrating this idea, 

The Chicago Precancel Club held 
open house in rooms in the LaSalle 
Hotel on Friday and Saturday of the 
convention and, while the attendance 
wasn’t anything like it was in years 
gone by, precancel fans appreciated 
having a place where they could talk 
and swap precancels.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

Win the War wiih Coins 


iene exceptions to the rule “coins 
of least mintage are the most 
valuable” are the “lucky pieces’— 
and who doesn’t carry one. A lucky 
piece may be a battered old pennv 
with a hole in it—not worth face 
value—but try to buy it and you 
will find the owner values it as be- 
ing “‘worth its weight in gold.” The 
most valuable ones in the world are 
the seven lucky pieces carried by 
General Eisenhower in a_ leather 
pouch and rubbed by him for good 
luck when things are going tough. 
To date they have never failed to re- 
spond to his hopeful and confident 
rubbing. He rubbed them in Africa, 
in Sicily and in Italy; and on ‘“‘D” 
day in France. In each instance the 
coins got the rubbing and _ the 
enemies the drubbing. We do not 
know the denominatiens, the dates, 
or the condition of the General’s 
lucky coins, but we do know if they 
helped General Eisenhower buy the 
freedom of the world they are worth 
more than their weight in gold, even 
more than all the gold at Ft. Knox. 
Greetings to you our dear General, 
and to your seven lucky pieces, from 
Uncle Sam and Aunt Columbia, from 
their nephews and their nieces; to 
prove that we are behind you we will 
all of us respond by investing our 
“lucky pieces” in an extra Bond. 


Familiarity Breeds Content 
Looking daily at the same designs 
on coins for 25 years so familiarizes 
one with them that they become good 
looking, in fact quite glamorous. 
Then a new design comes, out; it is 
altogether different from the old fa- 
miliar friend of 25 years standing, 
and we are apt to label it “not so 
good.” In time, however, through 
daily familiarity with it we change 
our opinion to “rather nifty.’ Take 
the Liberty Head dollar, 1878-1904, 
so different from its Liberty seated 
predecessor; Mrs. Columbia looks 
pretty good to us, just the kind of a 
face we would expect of a favorite 


aunt, and the eagle looks like it 
could be depended on in a pinch. We 
are all of us now, through familiarity 
with it, more than satisfied with the 
designs on this familiar coin, yet, 
strangely enough, they did not re- 
ceive instant or unanimous approval 
when the coin made its debut, The 
newspapers discussed the new dollar, 
most of them criticizing it; the head 
of Liberty met with but slight dis- 
approval, but the eagle had its feath- 
ers ruffled most scandalously. . The 
Philadelphia Record said: ‘‘Mr. Bar- 
ber’s eagle looks as if it was just 
recovering from a severe spell of 
sickness, or that it had been disturbed 
in its meditations by some unruly 
schoolboys.” Mr. Morgan has a good 
idea of America’s proud bird of 
freedom, and his original design 
showed an eagle with wings that 
nearly enveloped the whole coin. Its 
wings were so large that Dr. Linder- 
man no doubt feared it might get 
loose and fly off, so he ordered its 
wings clipped. In this position it will 
appear to the public. In its talons is 
a dart, containing only one feather 
at the tip of the barb. The director 
ordered more feathers so that the 
barb would represent a ship-shape 
appearance, and not liable to fly off 
lop-sided. 

Examine this type dollar and see 
if you do not agree that Mrs. Co- 
lumbia is not good “Old Aunt Mary” 
personified, and if the eagle does not 
look like it could hold its own in a 
fight. Long daily familarity elimin- 
inates a lot of first impressions. 
Baby Girl Kidnapped by Eagle 

Now that coin collecting has be- 
come an American habit, people are 
learning that numismatics has _ its 
human side to it, and this side is 
one of the reasons for its popularity, 
even appealing to the fairy-story aged 
youngsters, Here is a numismatized 
fairy story that will appeal to your 
little daughter. It appeared in April, 
1938, HOBBIES, but is worth repeat- 
ing for the little girls who six years 
ago had not reached the reading age.

A legend preserved on coins of the 
Isle of Man, as told in a paper read 
before the Westchester County Coin 
Club by Arthur H. Brooke. In 1709 
James, the Earl of Derby, issued cast 
copper halfpence and pennies, the first 
of the triquetra coins of the Isle of 
Man. On the obverse of these coins 
is an eagle and child above a cap, 
and the motto “Sans Charger”,which 
is the crest and motto of the house 
of Stanley. The eagle with a child 
in its claws has an interesting origin. 
The story is that Sir Thomas de La- 
thom, early in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, was walking with his wife in 
a wild section of his estate when 
they heard the cries of a baby girl, 
which they traced to an eagle’s nest 
high on the cliffs. The servants res- 
cued the baby, and having no children 
of his own Sir Thomas adopted her. 
When she died she left a daughter 
named Isabell, who married Sir John 
de Stanley. In memory of the event 
he made the eagle and child part of 
his crest. 


War Babies 


A news item dated June 17 from 
Reykjavik, Iceland, says: “Sweinm 
Bjornsson, who has served as regent 
the past three years, was chosen to- 
day as the first president of Iceland, 
the world’s new Republic. Executing 
the mandate of last month’s referen- 
dum in which the voters approved 
the establishment of a republic, the 
Althing, Iceland’s legislative body, 
formally abrogated the Danish-Ice- 
landic union of treaty today.” 

With so much world news the past 
quarter of a century, Iceland became 
the ‘‘ forgotten country” until “redis- 
covered” recently by Americans due to 
the present war, Most people visioned 
Iceland as a bleak little island up 
near the North Pole inhabited by a 
few esquimos living in igloos and 
feeding on walruses. This visionary 


‘sight was all to the bad. Iceland is 


a white man’s country, and has been 
ever since its discovery in 860. Ice- 
land was a going concern, a well es- 
tablished community, 600 years be- 
fore Columbus discovered America. 
It is about the size of Ohio and 
claims to be the most literate coun- 
try in the world.

Early Notes. At the Massachusetts 
Historical Society may be seen spec- 
imens of probably the first paper 
money issued in what is now United 
States territory, authorized by the 
General Court of Massachusetts Bay, 
1690, of 2-shilling 6-pence and 5- 
shilling denominations. Benjamin 
Franklin and Paul Revere were men 
of varied activities: Franklin printed 
notes for Pennsylvania prior to the 
Revolution, and Revere engraved the 
plates, 1775, for the Continental cur- 
rency. The history of our paper cur- 
rency is one of the most interesting 
chapters in the Romance of Money. 
Our coins may not be worth their 
weight in metal, but how many times 
is a $10,000 note worth its weight in 
paper. It costs about one cent to 
produce a paper note.

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Recollections of An Old Collector 


By THOMAS ELDER 


The Great Stickney Coin Sale 


T THE end of June, 1907, Henry 

Chapman, held in Philadelphia, a 
coin sale of unprecedented importance. 
It was the superb collection of Ameri- 
can and foreign coins of the late 
Matthew Stickney, of Salem, Mass. 
Mr. Stickney was born in 1805, and 
died in 1894. He started to collect 
about 1823, thus was a sort of nu- 
mismatic pioneer. He gave great aid 
to Dr. S. S. Crosby in the preparation 
of his monumental work on our co- 
lonial coins, and his great collection 
contributed towards the many impor- 
tant illustrations in Crosby’s book. 

The sale contained the unique 
“Janus-head half penny of 1776,” a 
magnificent collection of Massachu- 
setts coins, a Brasher doubloon, an 
1804 dollar, and a truly superb collec- 
tion of the various Continental and 
Colonial issues attributed to the Colo- 
nies and States. 

The collection of United States sil- 
ver was tremendous and important, 
while the private gold collection was 
equally outstanding. Nothing like it 
had ever been offered to collectors in 
this country before, and they were 
out in force to attend this great sale. 
The writer was among those present 
and he held the bids of Dewitt Smith 
and H. O. Granberg who both 
loomed large in collecting ranks in 
that day, now 37 years ago. The sale 
attracted collectors far and wide, and 
big and little, including the special- 
ists like Hillyer Ryder, Virgil M. 
Brand, S. H. Chapman, who even then 
had separated in business from his 
brother, and others of like impor- 
tance. Other great figures such as 
Newcomer had not‘ yet appeared in 
the coin horizon, and Clarence S. Be- 
ment had not then started to collect 
regularly in coins. There were the 
big bidders and there were the little 
one- and two-lot men, all resolved to 
profit by the great offerings of Stick: 
ney. And few went away unrewarded 
on that day. The room was filled. 
Chapman, who held the sale, was all 
excited and rushing around excitedly. 
Each morning there was a grand ex- 
hibition at Davis and Harvey’s, then

on Walnut Street of the lots for each 
day’s sale. The principal coins were 
laid out in small show cases and the 
most precious numismatic. prizes were 
carefully handed out for the exami- 
nation of collectors. 


It was the same then as today; 
most collectors want to see what 
they bid on, even if fully up to de- 
scription and brilliant proofs. Even 
if they know exactly what the coins 
look like, they still want to see them, 
which makes plenty of work even to- 
day for dealers. However, the prizes 
were comparatively safe. Few of us 
have lost coins at sales. Of course, 
lots are misplaced and occasionally 
handed out to the wrong person. But 
the risk is reduced to a minimum, and 
to the credit of coin collectors few 
lots are stolen from sales. The Stick- 
ney sale totals were about $37,000, a 
sum, which if the same gems were 
offered today would most certainly 
bring $100,000, or more. There were 
medals and tokens galore and some 
nice foreign coins. Henry Chapman 
went out of his way to prepare a 
fine catalog of folio size, of 222 pages, 
of the sale. Granberg had sent me a 
bid of $350 on the Mormon $2.50 
coin, but I secured it for him for 
$175. Even that was a very good 
price for such a coin. Dewitt Smith 
was not so fortunate and nosed out 
in most instances through bids of a 
certain “Hercules” one of Chapman’s 
customers, who turned out to be 
James W. Ellsworth of Cleveland, 
Ohio, long since dead, but who se- 
cured some great prizes among the 
Colonials. The “Libertatem Defendos” 
and like Continentals sold up to $750.- 
00 each while the “Janus-head half 
cent” sold for more than $1,000. The 
sale contained a grand collection of 
the coins of Washington and many 
of the very rare Indian medals, given 
to Indian chiefs; a set of the cele- 
brated Washington Seasons medals 
and what not. Stickney had all the 
rare half eagles except the 1822. 


The eagle collection was grand in- 
deed and in superb condition. The col- 
lections of U. S. cents and half cents 
were magnificent. In small cents, as 
was customary in those days, they 
were badly bunched and not at all 
popular with collectors except at a 
small price. The fine proof 1856 Fly- 
ing Eagle cent sold for the princely 
sum of $12.50, considered a very good 
price then. A set of two-cent pieces 
was sold in a single lot of ten and 
brought 50 cents per coin, or the en- 
tire lot five dollars. Today $30 or $40 
is asked for one coin, the 1873. It 
all shows how tastes change. The

brought only 25 cents, and $25 is 
asked today. What a change! 

The three cents nickel coins were 
unceremoniously dumped into one Jot 
of 25 pieces and sold for 30 cents per 
coin. Choice proof five-cent nickels 
dumped into lots, including rarities 
sold for 25 cents per coin. Present 
day devotees to dates and mints on 
small U. S. coins should have been 
hanging around sales in those days, 
as there was no flurry in that class 
of coins in the year 1907. The furore 
has developed in the last 10 years. 
Stickney’s 1799 cent was only in very 
good state. It brought $41.50. His 
1804 cent with broken dies, was ex- 
tremely fine and sold for $100. It 
would sell for probably $250 or $300 
today. There were 3026 varied lots 
in the Stickney catalog. The plates 
by Chapman illustrating the special 
pieces were very nice. The sale made 
a great sensation and the newspapers 
were full of accounts and prices. The 
writer secured only a moderate num- 
ber of lots as the bids he received 
were limited and he had, of course, to 
keep his bids in line with the supply 
and demand of those days. Suffice it 
to say eyes today would have opened 
wide at some of the low prices. The 
1804 dollar sold for $3600, a very 
good price as the coin had a good his-

Annals of the Oldest Cataloguer 
... Major Lambert’s Experience 


The Steigerwalt sale, held in my 
stores at New York in 1907, was re- 
markable, but no more so than a cer- 
tain other sale, held somewhat ear- 
lier by, shall we call him “Jeffery 
Charlatan Idems.” That was not his 
name, but it is near enough to a 
name. Well, this individual, like a 
certain comet, appeared in the nu- 
mismatic sky and did not disappear 
for a couple of years. But said comet 
did, finally disappear with the fore- 
going mentioned sale. The party even 
printed a sort of a journal for a 
time, a quasi-jokester, numismatic af- 
fair. A few copies may still be in ex- 
istence. I don’t care to go further in- 
to the publication. The sale and what 
lead up to it are of more interest. I 
had known for years an old gentle- 
man at New Orleans, Major Richard 
Lambert. He had collected for many 
years, had been a soldier in none oth- 
er than the Mexican war of 1846, 
and, as late as 1905 and 1906 was 
still making pilgrimages alone, al- 
though well along in his eighties, to 
such places as New York and Phila- 
delphia, where he was known to the 
Chapman brothers. S. H. Chapman 
once sold a collection for him. Well, 
he came along once too often to New 
York. On his way there he stopped 
off and talked in a friendly manner 
with S. H. Chapman, who afterwards 
spoke to me of the incident with in- 
terest and misgiving. 

Said Major deposited his collection, 
what remained, some five thousand 
dollars worth, for auction with the 
gentleman who had “offices in the 
Serapiron building, New York.” Let 
that identification suffice. It leaves a 
bit to your imagination, dear reader, 
but what matters. Well, that remark- 
able sale consisted of about 700 varied 
lots. Dan. K. was the auctioneer, and 
it broke all records for speed, as the 
700 lots were run off at a blistering, 
uncanny pace, so fast that the hand- 
ful of room bidders could only look 
on in awe for they got few or no 
lots. The man who did the selling 
wouldn’t let them buy anything. I re- 
fer to the one holding the sale. He 
merely followed up each bidder un- 
til said bidder got tired when he 
would say “sold to X or G. or W.,” 
and that ended it. Well, the dear old 
Major waited and waited but got no 
word of the sale. Finally he did get 
a bare response out of “Jeffery” who 
informed him that he “never got the 
money that the coins sold for.” Lam- 
bert put it into a lawyer’s hand, I 
believe, but the other one had de- 
camped for parts unknown. I saw 
him once afterwards on the street, on 
Sixth Avenue. On his arm hung a 
young blonde woman. Whereupon that

Refreshments at Auction Sales 

Soon after I started sales at 32 
E. 28rd Street, New York, I. tried 
various forms of refreshment at sales, 
starting with lemon punch. I had se- 
cured a very large glass punch bowl, 
and this we employed for quite a 
time, during the June and July sales, 
with some degree of patronage and 
success. But the trouble attendant on 
the making of huge quantities of 
punch wore out with my office force 
and we degenerated into serving can- 
dy. That was more popular, for the 
collectors could bid while taking 
pieces out of the boxes and the sale 
went right on. 

Henry Chapman tried to outdo my 
efforts at Philadelphia. Usually he 
held his biggest sales during the 
sweltering June and July days, in 
that not at all cool place, Philadel- 
phia. I remember one big sale where 
he had not only a large tankard of 
lemonade but a whole freezer, likely 
three or four gallons, of rich ice 
cream. Well, things did not work out 
so well at that sale. Henry had to 
abandon the idea, for the collectors 
were not interested in ice cream at a 
coin sale but preferred to bid. The 
freezer of ice cream was neglected, 
almost ignored. That ended the re- 
freshment idea at coin sales in Phila- 
delphia. Henry never did things in 
a half hearted way. Once he treated 
the whole convention to the A. N. A. 
with a theatre party, where we saw 
Eddie Foy in a play of dubious merit 
called “Mr. Hamlet of Broadway.” 
Among the features of the play was 
a flock of life-size hounds and dogs, 
that did not act according to the role 
assigned to them. Henry gave a gen- 
erous lunch to those attending the 
convention, held some 25 years ago. 
As usual the weather was hot, real 
old Philadelphia weather. Why must 
conventions be always held during the 
hottest times of the year? 

Present day conventions are more 
elaborate affairs than formerly. 
Sometimes the bulk of the expense is 
put onto the members, again they 
are partly defrayed locally. The Mon- 
treal convention, held about 1908, was,

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Metal Arrowheads of the Blackfeet Indians 


By JOHN C. EWERS, 


Curator of the Museum of the Plains Indian 


RON ARROWHEADS were in com- 
mon use among the Blackfeet In- 
dians of Montana and Alberta so long 
ago that no Indians now living know 
how stone arrowheads were made by 
their ancestors. It is doubtful if many 
stone points were fashioned by the 
Blackfeet after 1800. By that time 
both the Hudson’s Bay Company and 
the Northwest Company had several 
trading posts in and near the Black- 
feet Country on the Canadian plains. 
The American Fur Company opened 
trade with the Blackfeet on the Mis- 
souri in 1831. The traders offered 
both finished iron arrowheads and 
hoop iron for use by the Indians in 
making their own points. At Fort 
Benton, in the present Montana, the 
inventory value of arrowheads of iron 
in 1858, was one and one half cents 
each. Iron arrowheads were used ex- 
tensively for hunting, and employed 
to a more limited extent in Blackfeet 
warfare until 1885. Today even a 
knowledge of metal arrowheads is 
limited largely to a few elderly men. 
Two of the oldest full-bloods on the 
Blackfeet Indian Reservation in Mon- 
tana have told me how iron arrow- 
heads were made by their people.

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They are Weasel Tail, a Blood Indian 
over 85 years of age, and Lazy Boy, 
the oldest full-blood Piegan on the 
reservation, who is now 90. 

Their descriptions relate that hoop 
iron was obtained from the trading 
posts in two sizes—in hoops about 
1 inch wide or in ones near 2 inches 
in width. The narrow width was pre- 
ferred. In their young manhood from 
one to three buffalo robes were ex- 
changed for one entire barrel hoop. 


In making arrowheads the first step 
was to drive an old trade axe into 
the ground. The broad back of it 
served as an anvil on which to work. 
To conserve iron and time arrow- 
heads were laid out on the hoop as 
closely together as possible. If the 
wider hoop was used they were-spaced 
as shown in Fig. 1. In the case of 
the narrower hoop the arrowheads 
were spaced as indicated in Fig. 2. 
Little of the precious metal was wast- 
ed. The outline of each point was cut 
out with a sharp chisel, pounded with 
a hatchet or heavy rock. The edges 
of the points were filed sharp with a 
trade file. The file served also to pro- 
duce a wavy or serrated edge on 
either side of the stem to enable the 
arrowmaker to bind the point to the 
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shaft more securely with sinew. The 
work of arrowhead making was ac- 
complished by a skilful craftsman 
rapidly. Weasel Tail affirmed that 
in his young manhood he could fash- 
ion as many as 40 arrowheads in a 
day. 

Two shapes of metal arrowheads 
were used by the Blackféet. One was 
in the form of a rounded, leaf-like 
blade (Fig. 3 A); the other was tri- 
angular with square shoulders (Fig. 
3 B). The rounded point would pull 
out of a wound by twisting the shaft 
between the palms of the hands. The 
square-shouldered arrowhead would 
become disconnected from the shaft 
and remain in the body of the victim 
if such twisting was attempted. 
Neither type of point was as cruel 
as the barbed arrowhead used by the 
Crees in their wars with the Black- 
feet. The Cree barbed point was al- 
most impossible to extract without 
pushing the arrowhead through the 
wounded member. 

One of the earliest reported surgi- 
cal operations in the Rocky Mountain 
region involved the extraction of a 
Blackfeet arrowhead from the back 
of Jim Bridger, famous mountain 
man, guide, and Indian fighter. At 
the trappers’ rendezvous on Green

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River in 1835, Dr. Marcus Whitman 
removed the point received by Brid- 
ger in a fight with the Blackfeet 
three years before. Though success- 
ful the operation was a difficult one, 
because the arrowhead was hooked at 
the tip by striking a large bone and a 
cartilaginous substance had grown 
around it. The arrowhead is said to 
have been three inches long. Our in- 
formants indicated that this was 
above average length for Blackfeet 
metal arrowheads, although there 
were no standard sizes, and each ar- 
rowmaker fashioned his points to suit 
his own ideas of desirable size.

Hopewellians 

The new “Hall of Indian America” 
at the Chicago Natural History Mu- 
seum portrays the life of the Hope- 
well Indians, who lived in southeast- 
ern Ohio approximately 700 years 
ago. We know that the Hopewellians 
raised corn and surmise that they al- 
so raised squash and beans, a diet 
that they rounded out by fishing and 
hunting. 000 


Menominee Note 

A 90 year old dispute between the 
government and the Menominee In- 
dians of Wisconsin ended when the 
Court of Claims at Washington, D. 
C., awarded the tribe a $1,781,282 
judgment paying them for richly tim- 
bered swampland which they failed 
to receive in accordance with an 1854 
treaty, made during the Presidential 
administration of Franklin Pierce. 

But the state of Wisconsin stepped 
in and claimed all the swamp land in 
10 townships by vrrtue of a law 
passed by congress four years previ- 
ously, granting to fhe state owner- 
ship of the swamps within its border. 

In 1935 congress passed an act per- 
mitting the Indians to bring suit on 
the ownership question, and seven 
years later, the Court of Claims held 


that the Indians were entitled to re-, 


cover it. The court then retained the 
case to determine. the value of land 
in question. 

The judgment awarded the tribe, 
said to be one of the richest among 
the American aborigines, $13,666 for 
timber the government removed, and 
$1,767,616 to acquire the land at its 
present value. There are 2,600 In- 
dians in the tribe, and all property is 
communal.

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Green Corn - Seneca’s Thanksgiving

HEN Louis Whitewing, the 66- 

year-old Seneca-Cayuga tribal 
speaker, opened the Green Corn cere- 
mony at Turkeyford, Okla., he did so 
with a softly-spoken prayer in the 
Seneca language. The prayer brought 
this year’s formal opening of the 
Seneca’s Thanksgiving. 

A new significance to the age-old 
pattern of this ritual was introduced 
when recognition was given to the 72 
boys from this tribe who are now 
serving in the military forces. Some 
are overseas, some prisoners of war, 
and some missing in action. Forty- 
nine of these boys enlisted at the 
start of the war. 

This example is right in line with 
the outstanding record the Indian 
people are making throughout the 
country. (Editor’s note: From a to- 
tal of 50,000 Indian men and boys 
registered for Selective Service, more 
than 18,000 Indians serve in the 
armed forces. At least one in every 
three is a volunteer.) 

Green Corn has always represent- 
ed a time for music, games, feasting, 
and visits with old friends. The pres- 
ent world conditions have taken noth- 
ing from the picturesqueness and en- 
joyment in these things, but rather 
they have given new meaning to both 
the Indian and the White man’s time 
of thanksgiving. 

Of the perhaps 20 different Indian 
gatherings that are held in this sec- 
tion, the Green Corn is the most wide- 
ly attended by the white man and 
surely the least understood. It is one 
of the few Indian ceremonies that 
have not lost any of their original 
religious intent. But as it has never 
been enacted in the spirit of enter- 
tainment, its meaning has been lost 
to the visitors. 

The tents of the Indian camps sur- 
round the long, low-built ceremonial 
shelter. As the speaker, Whitewing, 
stands praying, a small flint-made fire 
burns on the hard-packed clay floor 
of the longhouse. Indians sitting 
about the edge watch white wisps of 
smoke puff from the fire as the speak- 
er expresses each thought of grate- 
fulness for some good of the past 
vear and sprinkles Indian tobacco on 
the coals. A short cry is given to sum- 
mon “Ha-wen-ni-yu,” the Great Spirit 
and Maker of All Things. The Sene- 
cas’ belief, like that of many Indians, 
is that their prayers of appreciation 
will be carried above by the smoke. 

The Turtle Shell or Confession 
Dance precedes the event of the first 
day, the naming of the babies. In- 
dian names for Seneca-Cayuga ba- 
bies are today traditional, their ori- 
‘gin coming from some act or deed 
performed by an early ancestor. 


The tribe is divided into clans. 
Those clans named for the fur-bear- 
ing animals belong, with few excep- 
tions, to the North group. The clans 
designated ‘for any other animals, 
must participate in tribal activities 
and games as members of the South 
group. The ancestral Indian name 
given the child determines his clan 
and group. The best wishes for the 
baby’s future life are expressed in 
song as the baby is carried about in 
the longhouse. 

The people of this tribe are for the 
most part agricultural and each fam- 
ily brings fruit or vegetables from 
the garden as an offering shared with 
the rest of the tribe. With simple In- 
dian matter-of-factness, the prayers 
thank the Great Spirit for all good 
things that have been received in the 
past. No thanks are given as a hint 
for things expected in the future. The 
Indian’s religious service does not 
take any blessings for granted. 


Drum beats accompany the second 
dance whose meaning is one of thank- 
fulness for the daylight’s sun and 
the night’s moon. The drummers, act- 
ing as the Sun drawing water, call 
to dancers at the doorway of the long- 
house. Their answer is a song of 
thunder before the rain. 


Cloudy skies have for many years 
accompanied the first days of Green 
Corn. This year, following a month 
of record heat, the first full moon 
in August was hidden by clouds that 
had brought an afternoon shower to 
the ceremony. 


The Peach Seed game has long been 
the main amusement of the week’s 
events. Although enthusiastically en- 
joyed by the Indians and filled with 
much joking and laughter, the game 
is expressly for the entertainment of 
the Great Spirit. The clans of the 
North play their luck against the 
clans of the South. The second day 
of the ceremony inaugurates the be- 
ginning of the yearly game, and the 
members of the different clans can 
be found in the afternoon kneeling 
about a small wooden pan filled with 
seven polished peach seeds, each seed 
with one side painted black.’ 


One at a time the clansmen play 
each other. The bow! is shaken sharp- 
ly and scorers sitting by the player’s 
side keep the tally with 150 beans, as 
they watch the number of black sides 
turn up. The game will continue, ac- 
cording to Seneca belief, until it 
ceases to amuse “Ha-wen-ni-yu.” 
Then Thanksgiving ends when the 
men and women in feathered regalia 
complete the many dances—the Seed 
Dance, the Bean Dance, the Face 
Dance—of Green Corn.

ribs” were acquainted with the use 
of the native copper, which they 
found on the borders of the Copper- 
mine river.

There- 
fore we have here the contempora- 
neity of polished stone and bronze.—

The first word-picture we have of 
the Indians living in interior Ohio is 
given by Col. James Smith who was 
one of the most intelligent and ob- 
servant of the many frontiersmen 
who had the hard fate to serve a 
captivity of several years among the 
Ohio Indians. 

Smith, born on the frontiers of 
Pennsylvania in 1737, received only 
limited education but was well versed 
in wooderaft and hardened to the rig- 
ors of frontier life. While helping to 
cut a road from Shippensburg to join 
Braddock’s road near the forks of 
the Ohio in 1755, he was captured by 
Indians and adopted into one of their 
families. He accompanied his captors 
in their wanderings on the Upper 
Scioto, Olentangy and Sandusky Riv- 
ers, which, after his escape in 1759, 
he incorporated into a book entitled 
“Travels of Colonel James Smith.” 
The book, now very rare, was printed 
and published by John Bradford in 
1799. 

To Smith’s misfortune of being a 
captive among the Indians for more 
than four years, we are indebted to 
one of the best records of the man- 
ners and customs and everyday life 
of the Ohio tribesman at that period 
of their history.—Gilbert F. Dodds in 
the Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch

book, “Indians Abroad—1493-1938,” 
mentions one Captain Samuel Had- 
lock, Jr, of Cranberry Isles, Maine, 
who, “from expeditions to the Arec- 
tic “brought strange cargoes of carv- 
ed bone, spears, and harpoons; dress- 
es of fur and feathers; stuffed seals, 
bears, and birds. When Hadlock took 
his entire savings and left for Europe 
with his curiosities and two Eskimos, 
he was judged worse than crack- 
brained by his New England neigh- 
bors.” (P. 126.) 

Chief White Eagle (Rev. John 
Freeman Craig), Winnebago, died 
July 16, in Kansas City, Mo.; aged 
80 years. Chief White Eagle was a 
graduate of Lawrence college, Apple- 
ton, Wis., and an ordained minister 
of the Baptist church. He was born 


in Manitowac, Wis.; he spent the. 


greater part of his life traveling and 
giving educational lectures on Indian 
history, and promoting the advance- 
ment of the Indian; at one time he 
was on the vaudeville stage with Buf- 
falo Bill. According to the Kansas 
City Star he was “too old to fight in 
World War I, the chief was on the 
recruiting staff of the American gov- 
ernment, and sold bonds and recruit- 
ed for the signal corps and the Rain- 
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bow division in the Middle West.” 
A sister survives, Mrs. Madge Ev- 
ans, Long Beach, Calif.

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THE NEEDLE GUN 


As described in the Nature and Art Magazine for 
August |, 1866 





T A time when the merit of the 

wonderful “needle gun” is the uni- 
versal theme of conversation, and 
when its adoption into the Prussian 
service is by many looked upon as suf- 
ficient alone to account for the un- 
expected and disastrous defeats sus- 
tained by the Austrians in Bohemia, 
we think that it may not be unin- 
teresting to the readers of NATURE 
AND ART to have placed before them 
a short account of an invention which 
has gained for itself such universal 
renown, and which will cause a revo- 
lution in the armament of the infan- 
try soldier. We propose now to pre- 
sent to our readers such a descrip- 
tion as we hope may be intelligible 
to every one, even to those fair friends 
who have been accustomed to look 
upon needles as exclusively their own 
domain, and devoted entirely to works 
of a peaceful character. We accom- 
pany this description with a drawing 
of the needle gun in two positions, 
viz., with the chamber closed and 
open, and with the component parts 
of the needle arrangements shown 
separately. On the same sheet will be 
given an illustration of Snider’s con- 
verted Enfield breech-loader, which 
has been ordered to be introduced in- 
to our service. 

The “Zundnadelgewehr,” or needle 
gun, so called from the ignition of 
the charge being produced by a nee- 
dle or steel-pointed rod which passes 
through the cartridge, and strikes the 


percussion powder arranged in its 
centre, was introduced into the Prus- 
sian service in 1848. It was originally 
patented as a muzzle-loader in 1831, 
by Mr. Abraham Adolph Moser, of 
Kennington, and, having been im- 
proved upon by a Mr. Dreyse, was 
adopted by the Prussian government. 
This gun can be loaded and fired six 
or seven times a minute. All that has 
to be done is to open the chamber, in- 
sert a cartridge, shut it, and fire; and, 
at short distances, the piece may be 
discharged from the hip without even 
raising it to the shoulder. 

In the Danish war the superiority 
of the Prussian gun was demonstrat- 
ed beyond all contradiction; and the 
objection raised, that soldiers so 
armed would squander their ammuni- 
tion, was practically refuted. During 
the recent brief but terrible campaign 
in Bohemia, the needle gun has again 
asserted its superiority, and in so 
decided a manner as to elicit one 
universal cry from every civilized 
nation for the arming of their troops 
in like manner. Still we would cau- 
tion the public mind against the idea 
that there is any inherent merit in 
this particular form of the needle gun 
which has obtained for it so start- 
ling a reputation. 

The successes of the Prussians may 
rather, we think, be attributable to 
the fact of their being armed with 
the breech-loader versus the muzzle- 
loader of those opposed to them. In

Snider's converted Enfield 
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consequence of this superiority in the 
weapon, the morale of the Austrian 
soldier was utterly crushed, whereas 
that of the Prussian was proportion- 
ately elevated; but it must be remem- 
bered that in all future wars such 
wide disproportion can never occur 
again. One breech-loader will be pit- 
ted against another; and that only 
which has the most perfect construc- 
tion will be eligible for use in the bat- 
tle-field. In the Prussian needle gun 
now under consideration, we must con- 
fess to seeing much that we consider 
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faulty in construction. The parts 
seem too complex for field service, 
where the soldier is exposed to every 
vicissitude of weather, and where it 
is essential that his weapon should 
be of the simplest form, consistent 
with its good shooting qualities. The 
following description, which is chiefly 
taken from Sir Howard Douglas’s 
work on Naval Gunnery, will, we 
hope, with the assistance of the plan 
and drawing, enable our readers to 
judge of the general construction of 
the piece. 

The barrel, A A, is screwed into 
the end of a strong open guider or 
channel, B B, which virtually forms 
part of the breeching. Inside of the 
guider slides an iron tube, E E, with 
a strong “hebel” or handle, F, and 
having in the front end a hollow of 
about 1%4 inch in length, G G. In the 
middle of this space stands forward 
a “tige” or pillar, H, pierced with a 
small hole in its entire length, and 
through this passes the needle, N. 
The steel “tige” is screwed into a 
solid plate of iron, J J, left in the 
tube, E E, and this plate it is which 
receives the whole reactionary force 
of the charge. Behind the plate J J 
(see fig. 2) there is a second tube of 
iron, X, carrying within it a smaller 
tube, K K, girt by two rings, marked 
L Lb in fig. i, and Tf T mm fig; 2. 
Through K K passes the needle, N, a 
thin steel wire, about 3/100 of an 
inch in diameter, bluntly pointed at 
the end which is to ignite the charge. 
Its other end is screwed into a brass 
head, O, and this again screws into 
the inner tube, K K, which carries 
the spiral spring, W W. By means of 
the ring, T, the needle-tube forces 
back W W, until itis fixed by a 
spring in connection with the trigger. 
It is then ready for firing. The iron 
tube, E E, which carries the needle- 
tube, K K, is capable of being moved 
backwards and forwards near the 
breech, by means of a handle in its 
side, which passes through a perfora- 
tion similar to a bayonet notch in 
the side of the barrel. When the tube 
is drawn as far as the perforation 
will allow towards the stock, there 
is left an open chamber, between it 
and the barrel, and by this means the 
charge is introduced into the latter. 
The tube is then pressed forward till 
its extremity, which is in the form of 
a frustrum of a cone, is in contact 
with the rear extremity of the bar- 
rel, which having the form of a hol- 
low cone, receives the end of the tube; 
the handle being then turned round 
in the notch, the tube is, as it were, 
locked in close contact with the bar- 
rel. Fig. 3 represents the whole needle 
apparatus as withdrawn from the 
guider, B B. 

The barrel is rifled with four 
grooves, as shown in A (fig. 4), and 
the grooves have a uniform depth and 
twist, with one turn in 42 inches. The 
bullet, B, is ogival in form, weighs 


451 grains, and is fired with a charge 
of 65 grains of powder in the cart- 
ridge. The powder is separated from 
the bullet by a rolled and compressed 
paper cylinder, which is hollowed at 
the end next to the bullet. It has a 
cavity at C, in which is lodged the 
fulminating composition to be ex- 
ploded by the thrust of the needle. 
The question of the introduction of 
a breech-loader into our own army 
has long been under consideration. 
We will not say that there may not 
have been much unnecessary delay 
in coming to any conclusion in the 
matter. We are informed that one 
cause of delay—after the report of 
the committee “on the trials at Wool- 
wich of Enfield rifles converted to 
breech-loaders,” dated 3rd July, 1865 
—was, that not one of the altered 
arms offered for experiment came up 
altogether to the required conditions. 
Of the eight arms under trial, those 
sent in by Mr. Westley Richards, Mr. 
Mont Storm, and Mr. Snider, ap- 
proached most nearly to the above- 
mentioned requirements; but Mr. Sni- 
der’s was the only system adapted 
for a cartridge carrying its own ig- 
nition. The shooting, however, of Mr. 
Snider’s gun was decidedly inferior 
to the Enfield rifle, although it was 
considered by the committee that this 
inferiority arose from defects in the 
cartridges, which might admit of con- 
siderable improvement. To this end, 
Colonel Boxer, of the Royal Labora- 
tory Department at Woolwich arse- 
nal, was called in, and with his val- 
uable assistance a cartridge (fig. 5) 
was produced, which we have high 
authority for stating, entirely re- 
moves .the objection to Mr. Snider’s 
system. Under these circumstances, 
we cannot but congratulate the coun- 
try on the fact that a decision has, at 
last, been come to, and that within 
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Fig. 4 


a very few months our troops will 
be armed with a breech-loading rifle, 
such as is inferior to no other at pres- 
ent in existence. There is further sub- 
ject for congratulation in store for 
us. It is, that the conversion of the 
Enfield riffe is merely a temporary 
measure to ensure that our troops 
shall, at once, be provided with an 
efficient arm; but the gunmakers may 
be assured that they will shortly be 
called upon to send in specimens of 
breech-loaders designed after their 
own unfettered judgments, without 
their being hampered by the neces- 
sity to convert an old arm. We have 
no doubt but that this most intelli- 
gent body will respond cheerfully to 
the call, and that ere long a weapon 
will be produced perfectly satisfac- 
tory to the requirements of the day. 
There is one most essential point that 
we would endeavour to instil into 
those who invent as well as those who 
select from the inventions, namely, 


‘that, for actual field-service, the 


terms simplicity and durability are 
almost synonymous. Together with 
the drawing of the needle gun we give 
one of the recently converted Enfields 
(Snider’s system). On inspection, it 
will be seen that the construction is 
much more simple. The weight, also, 
is a great consideration. Snider’s con- 
verted Enfield weighing only 9 Ib. 
5%4 oz., whereas the Prussian needle 
gun weighs 10 Ib. 11 oz. The method 
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of conversion is as follows: about 
two inches of the upper part of the 
Enfield barrel are cut away at the 
breech, and a solid breech-stopper, 
working sideways on a hinge, is 
placed in the opening thus made. 
Through this stopper passes a pis- 
ton, one end of which, when the 
breech is closed, receives the blow 
from the hammer, while the other 
communicates it to the centre of the 
cartridge and fires it. There is an ar- 
rangement for withdrawing the old 
cartridge case after each discharge, 
by means of sliding back the stopper 
on the bar on which it hinges. 

There have lately appeared notices 
in the-Pall Mall Gazette, and Army 
and Navy Gazette, upon Snider’s con- 
verted Enfield, and they are so clear 
and so evidently from the pen of a 
writer thoroughly conversant with 
the question, that we feel no apology 
is necessary for appending copious 
extracts from them. 

In the Pall Mall Gazette, 
April, we find as follows:— 


“The arm, which was subsequently 
improved by the patentee in conjunc- 
tion with Colonel Dixon, the Superin- 
tendent of the Government Small 
Arms Factory at Enfield, possesses 
the advantages of being simple, safe, 
cheap, noncapping, and little liable 
(apparently) to get out of order; it 
is free, moreover, from the objection 
which proved fatal on the prelimi- 
nary trial to other ingenious sys- 
tems, of requiring such a reduction of 
the stock as to destroy the efficiency 
of a weapon, which, for military pur- 
poses, is required to act as a pike as 
well as a fire-arm.” 

Again, on the 19th June, 
same journal, we find— 

“We estimated in a previous article 
the accuracy of shooting of the Sni- 
der rifle at from 20 to 25 per cent, 
above that of the Enfield; it would

now seem to be as high, taking an 
average of all ranges up to 1,000 
yards, as 30 per cent. The relative 
rapidity of fire of the two arms is, 
in round numbers, about as five to 
one; and in freedom from fouling, in 
non-liability to deterioration by bad 
weather, and in facility of manipula- 
tion, the Snider rifle has proved itself 
remarkably superior to the uncon- 
verted arm. The ammunition, too, has 
exhibited extraordinary powers of re- 
sistance to damp; it seems to be capa- 
ble of standing almost any amount of 
rough usage, and to enjoy a perfect 
immunity from miss-fires.” 


In a late number of the Army and 
Navy Gazette, we find— 


“The ammunition appears to be all 
that can be desired. It will resist 
damp to an extent far beyond the 
requirements of actual services; it is 
remarkably safe against premature 
or accidental explosion on the one 
hand, and against miss-fires on the 


‘other; its cost will not greatly ex- 


ceed that of the service Enfield am- 
munition; and possibly when the man- 
ufacture is established on a large 
scale, and when all contingent charges 
are taken into consideration, it may 
prove not more expensive. The prin- 
cipal originality in the ammunition is

brass, rolled into a hollow cylinder, 
one end of which receives the bullet, 
the other end fitting into the metallic 
cap which contains the percussion or 
ignition arrangement, this arrange- 
ment differing in no important re- 
spects from that commonly adopted in 
‘central fire’ sporting cartridges. The 
brass case, which is covered with thin 
paper, uncoils on discharge, and con- 
tracts to a slight extent when relieved 
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from the internal pressure of the gas, 
thus guarding against splitting and 
escape of gas in the first instance, 
and facilitating withdrawal in the 
second. The bullet is an original com- 
bination of several constructions. In 
general appearance it resembles the 
service Enfield bullet; but it is slight- 
ly lighter, and is provided with some 
grooves or cannelures round the back 
end, which contain the lubrication of 
pure bees-wax, while the position of 
the centre of gravity is adjusted by 
means of a wooden plug in the head.” 
(See fig. 5.) 

We have been favoured with a view 
of a new conversion of the Enfield 
which has lately been invented by 
Mr. Needham, of Piccadilly; and have 
been greatly pleased by the simplicity 
of the contrivance. We strongly rec- 
ommend it to the notice of all who 
take an interest in these matters; and 
we venture to prognosticate that, in 
the competition shortly to be called 
for, Mr. Needham need not fear being 
behindhand in the race for the prize. 


Before concluding these remarks, 
we would briefly allude to a question,

To require that an accom- 
plished public officer should on a 
grave occasion keep to himself his 
special knowledge in his own par- 
ticular department, and watch the 
competition of interested traders with 
his hands in his pockets, amounts to 
asking that he should be wanting not 
only in love of art, science, and his 
profession, but also, to our thinking, 
in common honesty to the nation 
which employs him. It is the adoption 
of the most perfect arm possible that 
the country cares for, not the ruf- 
fled feelings of individuals who may 
think themselves aggrieved by ano- 
ther’s system being approved in pref- 
erence to their own. We trust we may 
hear no more of such petty and un- 
worthy complainings. Our future 
greatness as a nation may materially 
depend upon the arm with which our 
soldicrs are provided. Numerically we 
are a feeble nation, and we owe to 
our public security, and yet more to 
the comparatively tiny armies we can 
array, that, if art can effect it, each 
man shall be found, in the day of 
trial, a host in himself. The para- 
mount superiority of Britain in manu- 
facture needs only to be evoked, and 
it were a supreme public crime to neg- 
lect the warnings that have reached 
us. The consciousness of this, of 
course, prompted alike the praise- 
worthy steps taken by the late and 
the present administration to provide 
an immediate and impgrtant supply 
of breech-loaders. It behooves us to 
exert every energy collectively and in- 
dividually to attain the desired end, 
and dropping all petty jealousy and 
miserable trade etiquette, to strive, 
each in his own way, for his country’s 
good: the practical gunmaker by yet 
newer inventions and still more per- 
fect manufacture; the general public 
by encouraging and, if need be, press- 
ing the authorities to prompt and de- 
cisive action on this momentous ques- 
tion.

The Stranger in America, 1807 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


HE STRANGER in America,” 

etc., by Charles William Janson, 
Esq., was printed in London in 1807. 
It is a large and ill-arranged volume 
containing a mass of anecdotes, facts, 
excerpts from unknown books, songs, 
verses, and newspaper advertisements 
arranged into chapters with great la- 
bor. Due to the age of the work some 
amusement may be found in wading 
through the jumbled mags of infor- 
mation collected by the author. 
Throughout the whole work we find 
that our author is a grumbler who 
came to America expecting too much 
and for that reason was disappointed 
in what he found there. He describes 
his voyage to Boston and the board- 
ing of the vessel by a French priva- 
teer. At Boston he walked out -to 
Bunker’s Hill; complained about the 
mosquitoes; and wrote in detail con- 
cerning the distilleries, breweries, and 
theatres of the city of Boston. The 
heat drove him from the Massachu- 
setts capital to New London, Conn. 
Here he marveled at the town being 
so much smaller than its namesake 
in England. 

At New London he saw two lob- 
sters, one on which ten men made a 
meal and another on which only seven 
could satisfy their hunger. Here he 
introduces an account of the judges

of Charles I., Gen. Goffe, Gen. Whal-. 


ley, and Col. Dixwell, whom tradition 
tells us lived in the Connecticut Col- 
ony and saved the town of Hadley 
from the Indians during King Phil- 
ip’s War. This anecdote is followed by 
some observations on the weather 
from New England to the Carolinas 
and then back to Connecticut where 
he again complains, this time of the 
poor accommodation for travellers. 
Then there is a paragraph on the 
pastime of “Bundling” which seems 
to have attracted the notice of other 
early travellers in the infant repub- 
lic. 

In Maryland he found the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in the progress of 
construction “under the patronage 
and protection of Bishop Clegget, a 
man of good sense and erudition, who 
governs the Catholic church through- 
out the United States with much pro- 
priety. To provide funds, he prevailed 
upon the government to grant a lot- 
tery, in which the Bishop drew the 
highest prize, and magnanimously ap- 
propriated it to the use of the church, 
affording a brilliant example to the 
other dignified clergy to ‘go and do 
likewise!” 


During his stay at New York, Jan- 
son collected a number of notes on that 
city; but, on comparing them with 
those which he afterwards collected 
at Philadelphia, he was induced to 
suppress much of them; because “the 
preference of the latter city in beau- 
ty, regularity, architecture and im- 
provement, is so decided.” However, 
Janson is angry at the Philadelphians 
for departing a slight degree from 
the founder’s original plan of the city. 
He protests that Mulberry street is 
now called Arch street and “there be- 
ing no bridge near, I see nothing 
waggish in the alteration, if intend- 
ed for a stroke of wit.” 

Janson furnishes specimens of the 
poetry of Dr. Dwight and of Fessen- 
den. The latter he calls the “Hudi- 
bras of America.” He also mentions 
the artists Rembrandt and Titian 
Peale. He quotes at length from Dr. 
Ezra Stiles, President of Yale, in 





telling the story of the king’s judges. 
“The History of the Three Judges” 
by Dr. Ezra Stiles was published in 
1795. Janson also devotes a long chap- 
ter to the history of various theatri- 
cal companies, and the adventures of 
second rate English performers then 
prominent on the American stage.

Schoolteachers since the time of 
Whittier who referred poetically to a 
“jack-knife’s carved initial,” inscribed 
on a schoolroom desk, have frowned 
generally on a boy’s usual dexterity 
with his pocket knife. But had this 
same youngster employed his wood- 
carving talents in emulating the in- 
tricate and remarkable designs illus- 
trated in Ben Hunt’s new whittling 
book, his creative bent would prob- 
ably have been praised, at least in 
progressive schools, and his cutting 
instincts encouraged. For Ben Hunt’s 
knife can make a slab of wood come 
alive in the form of a flying bird, an 
animal, or an Indian (this reviewer 
was particularly struck by the stark 
outlines of his howling wolf and the 
smoothness of his seals) and he gives 
you, by precise and easy-to-follow di- 
rections, the good old American tech- . 
nique for acquiring this art of whit- 
tling. He offers, further, the sugges: 
tions that whittling is as inexpensive 
and clean a hobby as a boy or man 
could undertake for an amateur may 
start with a piece of wood, his pocket 
knife and a whetstone and all out- 
doors can be his workshop.

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ASGILL’S ARGUMENT, 1700 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


OHN ASGILL, who died in 1738 at 

an advanced age, was a lawyer 
and the author of a number of books 
which were published in London dur- 
ing the period 1700 to 1727. The 
book that brought him notoriety and 
persecution was entitied “Argument, 
Proving that Men May Be Trans- 
lated to Heaven Without Dying, Ac- 
cording to the Covenant of Eternal 
Life, Revealed in the Scriptures,. Al- 
though the Human Nature of Christ 
Himself Could Not Thus Be Trans- 
lated Till He Had Passed Through 
Death.” Those were the days of long 
titles and strange theories. This 
strange work appeared in 1700 and 
was very unfortunate for Asgill. To- 
day it would be regarded as absurd 
but in those days it was regarded as 
impious. It was condemned by Dr. 
Sacheverell as “one of the blasphe- 
mous writings which induced him to 
think the church was in danger.” 
Asgill seems to have broken upon the 
scene overnight. He became an author 
and a member of the Irish House of 
Commons about the same time. After 
only four days as a member of that 
body he was expelled for his literary 
performance. In those days notoriety 
did not boost sales. Can one imagine 
the tremendous publicity a book 
would receive if written by a member 
of Congress and the member im- 
peached for writing it? In 1705, As- 
gill obtained a seat in the British 
House of Commons as the representa- 
tive of Bramber in Sussex. In 1707 
the opposition brought up the old 
charge and he was expelled from that 
body because of his book which was 
said to contain “several blasphemous 
expressions, and seemed to be intend- 
ed to ridicule the Scriptures.” After 
that the affairs of Asgill grew more 
desperate, and he was obliged to re- 
tire -_ to the Mint, and then be- 
came a prisoner in the King’s Bench, 
but meee removed himself to the 
Fleet, and in the rules of one or an- 
other of these prisons lived for 380 
years. 

Asgill wrote other things while re- 
siding in the prisons of London.

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Meteorite Happenings 


The Chicago Natural History Mu- 
seum has announced the acquisition 
of a handsome gift of four meteorites 
from Stuart H. Perry, editor of the 
Adrian, Mich., Telegram. 

The museum has the most compre- 
hensive collection of meteorites in the 
world, with two-thirds of all the 1,200 
meteorite falls on record represented 
by specimens, the museum bulletin 
states, which leads to some interest- 
ing comments by C. J. Bulliet, art 
editor of the Chicago Daily News, 
who says: 

“Here’s hoping the museum will 
take out its butterfly nets tonight 
and try to catch some more speci- 
mens from the annual August dis- 
play of “shooting stars” from the di- 
rection of Perseus in the northeast- 
ern skies—grandest exhibition of fire- 
works on record until the Nazis start- 
ed shooting their robots into London. 

“Advantage of the Perseid display, 
first recorded about 830 A.D. and a

yearly August event ever since, is 
that the celestial meteors burn up, 
generally, before they hit the ground, 
account atmospheric friction. Of the 
1,200 that have survived to remain 
permanently on our planet, none has 
ever been known to kill a human be- 
ing. 
* * * 

“A few of the meteorites have be- 
come marvelously renowned in the 
history of art and religion. 

“Most awesome of all is the Black 
Stone in the heart of the holy Kaaba 
of Mecca. Because it fell from heaven, 
it is the most sacred of all the reliques 
of the Mohammedans. 

“There is little doubt that it is a 
‘stone from heaven.’ Its color is right 
for a meteorite as is its glazed sur- 
face, due to the intense heat gen- 
erated in its flight through our at- 
mosphere. 

* * 

“Less trustworthy is the tradition 
that the Stone of Scone, in Westmin- 
ster Abbey, supporting the Corona- 
tion Chair of the British Kings, is a 
meteorite. 

“The Stone of Scone goes far hack 
into legend, met first as the ‘pillow’ 
on which the Patriarch Jacob was 
resting his head when he had his 
remarkable dream of the ladder to 
heaven. 

“This stone, a ‘stone from heaven,’ 
was carried by Jacob’s sons into 
Egypt. 

“Then, continues legend, it was tak- 
en out of Egypt by the Grecian Prince 
Gathelus when he married Scotia, a 
daughter of a Pharaoh, forced to 
flee with her into Spain. 

“Thence it was whisked to Ireland 
by a Scotchman Simon Brech, who 
threw it overboard ship, however, 
when a storm arose. It was rescued 
by an Irishman, set on the Hill of 
Tara, and became the ‘stone of des- 
tiny’ on which Irish kings were 
crowned. 

“Descendants of Simon Brech were 
not satisfied. They rescued it for the 
Scots, and took it to Scone, where it 
was encased in a wooden chair and 
protected from possible retaliation by 
a wooden cross. Here Scotch kings 
were crowned. 

“Then, along came Edward I of 
England, gave the Scots a drubbing, 
and took the Stone of Scone to Lon- 
don and Westminster Abbey. 

“Whether the Stone of Scone is a 
meteorite could be soon discovered by 
geologists, who have a sure test, too 
complicated to explain here, for these 
‘stones from heaven.’ In making the 
test they would have to shave off a 
thin slice from the stone. 
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“Another famous meteorite, which 
resembles the Kaaba stone-at Mecca, 
is in the pyramid of Cholula_ in 
Mexico. 

“Livy, Plutarch and Pliny all knew 
of such sacred stones. Most famous 
of these was the great stone that 
fell about 467 B.C. on the Tracian 
plains near Aegospotami, scene about 
60 years later of a great naval battle. 
It was still there at the dawn of the 
Christian era, when Pliny saw and 
described it as ‘the size of a wagon 
and of a burnt color.”

N LONDON, 1908, a book was 

printed by Phillimore and Co., 
Chancery Lane, compiled by Josiah 
George Alford, which he named “Al- 
ford Family Notes, Ancient and Mod- 
ern.” Mr. Alford gives charts, docu- 
mentary evidence, and family history 
of Alfords of 11 localities in England, 
and a chapter on “The Alford and Al- 
vord Families of America,” quoting 
the Burke-Alford Memorial for the 
latter family. 

Mr. Alford, in his chapter on the 
American branch, gives Thomas Al- 
ford, of Whitstanton, co. Somerset, 
and Joanne, who died 1636, as the 
parents of Alexander, Benedict, and 
Joan, who “left Somersetshire for 
New England”; and a William who 
came in 1634. He settled in Salem, 
Mass., moved to New Haven, Conn., 
then to Boston. The brothers both 
settled in Windsor, Conn., then Al- 
exander moved to Northampton, 
Mass, These men changed the spelling 
of their name to Alvord. 

In Virginia the name is most com- 
mon about the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War, particularly in New 
Kent, Fluvanna, Fayette, Goochland 
Accomac, and Albegmarle counties. , 

A John Alford made his will in 
New Kent Co. in 1726, in the lang- 
uage similar to many of the wills of 
the day, beginning: “In the name of 
God Amen I John Alford of New 
Kent County in St. Peters Parish ly- 
ing sick and weak in body but in per- 
fect mind and memory I do make and 
ordain this my last will and testa- 
ment, but first of all I commit my 
soul to God that gave it and my body 
I recommend it to the earth to be 
buried in a Christian like and decent 
manner at the discretion of my Exec- 
utors hereafter mentioned and as 
touching such Worldly goods as it 
hath pleased Almighty God to bless 
me with all in this life after my 
funeral charges and debts paid I give 
and dispose in manner and form fol- 
lowing—” ete. (Only one comma— 
read it—but 


takes one’s breath to 
how sincere.) 

Among the Virginia Alfords were 
some who went to Kentucky—perhaps 
received land bounties after the Revo- 
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lution. One of them, or it might have 
been his father, was Nathaniel. Na- 
thaniel had five brothers; ana he, and 
three of his brothers, married four 
Smith sisters. He married America 
Smith. 

Friends of mine are connected with 
this family, and their stories say that 
these families and the Indians were 
always chasing each other. In spite 
of that reputation, these friends wish 
to know the ancestors of Nathaniel. 

Another friend who does not know 
the Nathaniel descendants, but who 
keeps everything she can find on the 
Alfords, and knew about Nathaniel, 
is trying to find the ancestry of 
George of Albermarle Co. Virginia, 
born in 1762, and who taught school 
in several counties. He had boys’ pri- 
vate schools, and published textbooks, 
among them an Arithmetic in 1840, 
one owned by this friend. His two 
sons were publishers of the Staunton 
Vindicator, a Whig newspaper. George 
married 2nd, Mary De Vaux, but who 
was his first wife? 

Now let us go back to the English 
book again, so as to talk about the 
Coats-of-Arms. Josiah Alford illus- 
trates several that different branches 
of the family bore, one of them being 
the Somersetshire grant. This is the 
one to which the New England fami- 
lies are eligible. The colors are not 
“tricked in” but can be found in other 
authorities. The shield is charged with 
a chevron between three roses, and 
there are three fleur-de-lis on the 
chevron. The Crest is an escallop 
shell. 


Another branch of the family used 
one very similar to the one pictured 
here—the pears were arranged differ- 
ently, and there were pheasants’ tails 
in the boar’s mouth. Some authorities 
state that the two containing the 
pears were both used by those seated 
in Sussex, Hertfordshire, and Lon- 
don. Robert, of London, who-died in 
1546, had married Anne, daughter of 
Edmund Brydges of Sudley, Glouces- 
ter. One of their sons was Sir Fran- 
cis, Member of Parliament, and Pre- 
ceptor in 1590, of Lincoln Cathedral. 
Several generations of their descend- 
ants are charted. 


The first known of the Sussex fam- 
ily was when Richard, lord of Aldford 
in Cheshire, in 1200, “held the Manor 
of Newton in the county of Sussex. 
The Sussex Archeological Collections 
states that an Adam Alford fought 


‘at Agincourt in 1415.

ALFORD Coat-of-Arms

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Connection of any American family 
with the Sussex, York, Hertfordshire 
families using the Arms with the 
pears, has not been proved by this 
author, but the sketch was given to 
be used, without any lineage, and we 
have not, in the limited time at hand, 
proved the eligibility of any American 
line to its use. Perhaps some reader 
has some definite information to of- 
fer. 
THIS COAT-OF-ARMS 

He beareth for Arms: Gules six 
pears or, three and three, barways a 
chief of the second. Crest-A boar’s 
head argent with a broken spear han- 
dle thrust down its mouth or. 

The translation into familiar terms 
is: a red (gules) shield, across the 
upper one-third a gold (or) band 
called a chief. On the lower part of 
the shield in two horizontal rows of 
three each (barways) are 6 gold 
pears. “If the second” is the second 
color named, which is gold. The crest 
is a silver (argent) boar’s head, with 
a broken spear-head of gold (or) 
thrust down its mouth. 

The chief is one of 9 so-called Hon- 
orable Ordinaries, straight-lined sym- 
bols occupying one-third of the sur- 
face of the shield. As it is in the top, 
or chief position of the shield, it is 
considered the most important charge 
on the shield, and any symbols placed 
thereupon are considered of greater 
import than those in the base. The 
chief symbolizes rank, authority, pow- 
er and dominion. 

According to ancient heraldic au- 
thorities, apples, pears, and similar 
fruits denote liberality, felicity and 
peace. But there must have been some 
special meaning attached to this odd 
design—some family story, cherished 
by its members, but not recorded in 
printed books. 

The token of hospitality, the boar’s 
head was often carrted to a banquet 
table on a silver platter, in olden days 
in England. 


The broken spear head denotes the 
preparedness for, and giving of, serv- 
ice to his country. 

Colors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, 
granted only if he were considered 
worthy. Red signifies courage and 
magnanimity; gold, generosity and 
elevation of mind. 

Alford has been spelled Aldford, Al- 
vord, Allford, Allfourd, Alverd, Al- 
vwerd. 
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BUTLER — AGAIN! 


One of my good clients who has 
become a correspondent-friend, notes 
that I did not include her Butler an- 
cestor in the June, 1944, issue, so she 
sends me a page about him—with ref- 
erences! She says the notes are taken 
from Stiles’ Ancient Wethersfield, p. 
171. 

“Deacon Richard Butler, the Amer- 
ican ancestor of the Butlers of Weth- 
ersfield, came to this country in 1633 
—(Paige’s Hist. Cambridge, Mass., p 
32.) from Braintree, Co. Essex, Eng., 
became a freeman at Cambridge 14 
May, 1634, and a member of Rev. 
Thomas Hooker’s church, at Hartford, 
Ct. (1642), where he was with his 
brother William, among the first set- 
tlers—(Memorial Hist. Hartford Co., 
Vol. I, p. 233.) Rec’d 16 acres Jand 
in first division; was a deacon in 
First Church there; juror, 1643, 744, 
47. (48s grand juror 1660-2; select- 
man, 1649, 54, °58; deputy to Gen- 
eral Court 1656-60; appointed clerk 
of General Court 20 May, 1658 (Conn. 
Colonial Records, Vol. I, pp. 315, 14, 
15, 346); resided in Hartford on 
South Side of Little River, on the 
corner where the road from Geo. 
Steele’s intersects the road from the 
Mills to the country,’ and owned 
house-lot and other lands in Wethers- 
field. He was twice married—name of 
first wife unknown—one account says 
he came hither mourning the loss of 
wife and infant.” He married, sec- 
ond, according to Hinman, before 
coming to Hartford, Elizabeth Bige- 
low; but by some she is thought to 
have been of Hartford. He died at 
Hartford in a rive old age, 6 Aug. 
1684. The inventory .pf his estate 
amounted to £654-15-00, and was tak- 
en 12 Sept.. same year. by Paul Peck 
and George Graves. Mrs. Elizabeth 
(Bigelow) Butler died 26 Feb. 1656-

out in making the statement that he- 
redity plays a great part in the mak- 
ing of family and national history. 
And—if it did not, it is of interest, 
anyway, to know wnat our family 
before us did, and _ said, —accom- 
plished. 

Perhaps some of you would like to 
send me some good short stories show- 
ing how traits have followed through 
a family. I have written before, I be- 
lieve, how I enjoy great bodies of wa- 
ter—sunrises, sunsets, moon beams— 
stars’ rays, on the lakes and ocean. 
In studying my family history, I 
found owners of great whaling ves- 
sels spending weeks and months on 
the sea in this necessary industry of 
early colonial days. Also, in an en- 
tirely different branch of the family, 
owners of passenger boats plying be- 
tween Connecticut ports and Albany. 
They all loved the sea and its indus- 
tries. Why do I? 

But this last week I have had a 
good laugh. A correspondent friend 
who has the same last name as one 
of my ancestors, sent me a clipping, 
reading as follows: (It was printed 
in the New York Mercury of April 
27, 1767, and reprinted in 1938 by 
the New York Historical Society un- 
der the title, “The Arts and Crafts 
in New York.”’) 

“Fire Engine Maker—Fire Engines 
—Whereas it has been the Custom 
for several years past for the Inhab- 
itants of North America to import 
Fire Engines from foreign parts: this 
is to inform the Publick, that they 
are made in the City of New York, as 
cheap and as good as any imported 
from England, by Davis Hunt.” Davis 
Hunt was the father of my Revolu- 
tionary War ancestor, Josiah Hunt. 

Now the joke is this—for years, 
when in settlement work I had the 
reputation among a resident staff of 
24, to be the first at a window or 
door or on the street if the fire en- 
gines came our way—in fact—the 
first to hear the engines; and the 
rest would stay where they were till 
I reported or failed to return. But 
while they did laugh at me, they ap- 
preciated the serious side, too. For 
I did help to save lives and furnish- 
ings, as our neighborhood people were 
many times so excitable and helpless. 
Several times I detected smoke in our 
own buildings first. Once—awakened 
at 3 in the morning in a second story 
room, smelling the smoke in the base- 
ment; another time, when teaching 
gymnasium on the third floor, passed 
through 2 connecting houses to the 
basement of the third, past more than 
50 people who had not noticed it. 
And, directed the fire chief in saving 
our institution, after turning in the 
alarm that called the engines to an 
adjoining building—a savotage fire in 
World War I. 

All members of this staff of work- 
ers were as anxious as I to be of 
service to our people—they just did 
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not think—they did not have that nth 
sense that had come to me because of 
my great-great-grandfather’s interest 
in preventing fires. Now perhaps you 
will say I am exaggerating the idea— 
using my imagination—but—can you 
prove it?

Miniature of 
“Home Sweet Home” 


By SHIRLEY R. HOMANS 


ieee THE past six years, my hus- 
band has been making models, one 
inch to one foot scale, of the furni- 
ture we own. Our plan is to make a 
scale model of the house that we in- 
tend to build some day after the war. 
We will furnish the model to con- 
form to the plans for our home of 
the future. 

All of our tiny furniture is con- 
structed of walnut, mahogany, or 
maple, and is joined with pegs. The 
doors and drawers, and the hardware 
are made to order. ‘the machine work 
is done on a model working lathe 
which is equipped with a small buzz- 
saw and a demountable jig-saw. Two 
of the handiest tools used were made 
from dentists’ picks. Glue is used on 
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MINIATURIA 











all wood parts and liquid cement on 
the metal. 
My husband makes all of the furni- 


ture, including some of the metal 
work, although he does not have 
equipment for anything elaborate. 
He has made small brass knobs and 
also a slide for a drop-front drawer; 
an alarm clock cog with teeth filed off 
served him in this instance, 

My part in this hobby consists of 
uphoistering chairs, making slip cov- 
ers (removable), curtains, mattress- 
es, bedspreads, and so on. 

Until we get the frame-work for 
our model house built, we are keep- 
ing the furniture in a glass case 
which my husbana maae especially 
for the collection. Many pieces are 
also arranged in “box” rooms, which 
I paper from a wallpaper sample 
boon, and furnish with small acces- 
sories we have picked up here and 
there. These include vases, a tiny ash 
tray, a cigarette box, tiny glass ani- 
mals, a copper kettle, a pair of can- 
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dlesticks, fireplace tools, and a wood- 
en basket. 

We have also copied some of the 
antiques owned by our family, in- 
cluding an Empire card table, a 
Sheraton chair, a Hitchcock chair 
with “cane” seat (the cane seat is 
woven of split raffia), and an 18th 
century grandfather clock. We also 
have several miniatures of Victorian 
pieces, including a chest of drawers 
with a large drev-"ront drawer that 
slides out revealing a desk with sev- 
eral tiny drawers and pigeon holes 
and a spool legged table, all of which 
are somewhat hard to make. 

Fellow hobbyists may be interested 
to know how we got started on this 
hobby which is so absorbing to both 
of us. My husband’s mother, Mrs. 
Thomas S. Homans, an ardent gar- 
dener and connoisseur of antiques, 
wanted a striking exhibit for a local 
flower show. She conceived the idea 
of copying the model of the Barnabas 
Horton kitchen which she had seen 
in a museum at Riverhead, Long Is- 
land, New York. My husband built 
the room, with firepiace and crane, 
and then produced andirons, a churn, 
three-legged stool, a trestle table and 
bench, and a wainscot chair. My con- 
tribution was a bow! of clay fruit, a 
clay pitcher, candlesticks, and paint- 
ing the bricks in the fireplace. 

We found some small kettles and

be about 3/8 inch from the edge, all 
around. A piece of single strength 
glass or clear sheet plastic is then 
cut to fit inside the lid. The gem it- 
self is mounted on a white card, us- 
ing a dab of cement to hold it in 
place. A small chip of the rough cut- 
ting material always adds to the dis- 
play value and should be included 
whenever available. It can be nested 
in cotton, as shown in the photo, or 
it can be cemented to the card in the 
same manner as the stone. The best 
light on the stone is obtained if it is 
pushed up until it presses against the 
glass. Use small bits of corrugated 
cardboard for this purpose, using as 
many as needed below the card or 
cotton. After everything has been 
made ready, the box is permanently 
sealed, using black, red or brown 
gummed tape. This tape can be ob- 
tained at any store handling office 
supplies. It is easily applied, does 
not show laps, and makes a really at- 
tractive box. 

The penny match box mount is 
made in a similar manner except the 
tape is applied only to the outer case, 
leaving the drawer free. This mount 
has a sheet plastic top. Ten or twenty 
of these small mounts fitted in a 
miniature bookcase provide a_ novel 
means of housing and displaying a 
small collection of cut stones.—Lela

H. STEWART, Inspector of 
Mines, of the State of South Da- 
kota, while on a recent visit to the 
Black Hills, handed us a specimen of 
a new semi-precious, about which he 
furnishes the following description: 

“It is a rare blue-white metal, 
stronger than steel, as non-corrosive 
as glass and with a melting point so 
high that no crucible exists in which 
it can be smelted. It has become one 
of the new wonder-metals of the war. 

“It is being set into the shattered 
skulls of wounded soldiers in delicate 
trepanning operations; it acts in elec- 
tronic tubes as a traffic policeman to 
clear the road for the surging elec- 
tron steams; it protects priceless 
chemical apparatus from corrosion; it 
is a catalytic “helper” in making 
butadiene, the basic synthetic rubber 
material. 

“Tantalum is its name. So difficult 
were the early problems of recover- 
ing it from its ores that it was named 
after Tantalus, the erring son of 
Zeus who was punished by being 
plunged to the neck in water which 
always receded as he tried to drink. 

“The strategic value of tantalum 
was dramatized recently when the of- 
fice of censorship liberalized its code. 
The restricted list of ‘critical mate- 
rials’ was cut in half; such products 
as aluminum, copper and _ synthetic 
rubber were removed from censor- 
ship. However, tantalum was one of 
10 materials specifically kept under

strict censorship. It is listed ahead 
of high octane gasoline. 

“Rarer than gold, but cheaper. 

“Rarer than gold, and with only 
tiny deposits known to exist in the 
United States, tantalum is, never- 
theless, relatively much cheaper, at 
some $65 a pound for the pure metal. 

“Although tantalum occurs’. in 
such fairly rare but geographically 
widely distributed ores as columbite, 
tantalite, the United States has been 
poorly endowed with those mineral 
deposits. Scattered ore bodies, includ- 
ing small areas in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota and in New Mexico, 
have been insufficient to meet domes- 
tic demand. 

“As a result America’s war indus- 
tries have been largely dependent on 
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war years, before tantalum’s ascen- 
sion to the status of a strategic met- 
al, ore imports were small, amount- 
ing to less than 42,000 pounds in 
1938. In 1939, they rose to 57,000 
pounds and then zoomed to a record 
of 490,000 pounds in 1940 as the de- 
fense program shifted into high gear. 
Since 1940, few statistics have pene- 
trated the censorship blackout. How- 
ever, for 1941, shipments to the 
United States probably ran less than 
400,000 pounds, based on the import 
figure of 277,000 pounds for the first 
nine months of that year. 

“South Dakota in 1943 produced 
3,792 pounds of Tantalum ore valued 
at $5,300.”

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Dear Departed 


By VIRGINIA PENNINGTON 


HILE THE editor of the Knick- 

erbocker Magazine was getting 
his publication ready to go to press 
for the January, 1860, issue he re- 
ceived word of the death of the most 
cherished contributor to the pages of 
his periodical, the genial, beloved 
Washington Irving. Copy from Irv- 
ing for that issue had already been 
set up in type when Louis Gaylord 
Clark, Knickerbocker’s editor, found 
it necessary to make several changes 
in his magazine’s make-up to give 
space and proper tribute to the man 
who had been his warm personal 
friend as well as most dependable au- 
thor. 

One feature of the revised portion 
is a black-bordered editorial page 
which begins with the arresting 
words: ‘Washington Irving has ex- 
changed worlds. He is not dead,” and] 
goes on to discuss Irving as a liter- 
ary figure and his well-deserved fame. 
On another page is found a touch- 
ing memorial, written also by Mr. 
Clark, which gives us an even more 
intimate glimpse of the tender asso- 
ciation which existed between these 
two outstanding men of letters. The 
following quotations from this infor- 
mal “reminiscence’* show the high 
esteem and deep &ffection which Mr. 
Irving enjoyed from his contempora- 
ries. 

“In a recent number of the ‘Edi- 
torial Historical Narrative of the 
Knickerbocker Magazine’ we have, we 
may hope, conveyed to our readers 
some idea of the intense delight with 
which Mr. Washington Irving was 
welcomed to our pages as a contribu- 
tor. But the pleasure which we de- 
rived from that fact, was heightened 
and continually strengthened by in- 
tercourse, not alone with the AU- 
THOR, but with the MAN. We are 
giving expression to no extravagant 
eulogy; we are not over-stating, in 
the slightest degree, the testimony 
which everyone who had the happi- 
ness to know Washington Irving, 
while he was living, will bear as to 
his character, when we say, that aside 
from his preeminence as the most 
justly renowned American author of 
our time, he was une of the most 


genial, the most truthful, the most . 


lovable authors in the world. 


“As we have already described, our 
first preliminary intercourse with Mr. 
Irving was simply of a business na- 
ture; it was soon arranged; and with 
a kindness and exceeding pleasant- 
ness of manner, which it is a delight 
to recall, even after the lapse of 
twenty years. 

“Soon after Mr. Irving’s permanent 
connection with our magazine, as a 
monthly contributor to its pages, oc- 
curred the death of Willis Gaylord 
Clark, the twin-brother of the writer 
of this feeble tribute. His delight at 
the acquisition of ‘Geoffrey Crayon’ 
upon our staff of ‘collaborateurs’ 
hardly knew bounds and in an ensu- 
ing number we shall present his fer- 
vent congratulations thereupon. In 
the meantime, let us ask the reader’s 
attention to the subjoined touching 
and beautiful letter of condolence ad- 
dressed to us by Mr. Irving soon af- 
ter his decease: 

‘Sunnyside Cottage, 
July 8, 1841 
My Dear Sir: 
I have not sooner replied to your let- 
ter of the 18th of June, communi- 
eating the intelligence of the untime- 
ly death of your twin brother, be- 
cause, in fact, I was at a loss how 
to reply. It is one of those cases in 
which all attempts at consolation 
are apt to appear trite and cold, and 
can never reach the deep-seated af- 
fliction. In such cases, it always ap- 
pears to me better to leave the heart 
to struggle with its own sorrows and 
medicine its own ills; and indeed. 
in healthful minds, as in healthful 
bodies, Providence has beneficently 
implanted self-healing qualities, that 
in time close up, and almost obliter- 
ate, the deepest wounds. I do not 
recollect to have met your departed 
twin-brother more than once; but 
our interview left a most favorable 
impression upon me, which was con- 
firmed and strengthened by all that 
I afterward knew of him. His career, 
although brief, has been useful, hon- 
orable, popular, and happy; and he 
has left behind him writings which 
will make men love his memory, and 
lament his loss. Under such circum- 
stances a man has not lived in 
vain: and although his death be pre- 
mature, there is consolation to his 
survivors, springing from his very 
grave. Believe me, my dear Sir, 
Yours very truly, 
WASHINGTON IRVING.’ 


“The day of Mr. Irving’s funeral 
was, like his life and his character, 
mellow and cheerful. It was a beau- 
tiful specimen of a Winter Indian 
Summer. A soft, warm haze rested 
upon his ‘River of Delight’, and 
clothed the bald mountains that tow- 
ered over the Tappan-Zee, and the 
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lofty Palisades in the distance, with 
almost a preternatural grandeur and 
glory. We rode with a daughter along 
the lovely road to Nyack, seldom say- 
ing a word; for she had regarded Mr. 
Irving and his writings from merest 
childish girlhood with an affection 
which was hardly the first remove 
from love. 

“Crossing at Tarrytown, we were 
received at the landing by a hospita- 
ble friend, whose palatial mansion 
adorns the ‘Zee’ which it commands 
in its noblest aspects, and in com- 
pany with Mr. Sparrowgrass, were 
driven at once to ‘Sunnyside’ and all 
the way we could not choose but 
think of the delight we had a hun- 
dred times enjoyed in going over the 
same ground before, to the same des- 
tination. But now all was changed. 
The Genius of the place had depart- 
ed. 

“Before taking up our summer 
quarters at Dobbs Ferry for a cou- 
ple of seasons, we had visited Mr. 
Irving at Sunnyside, py way of the 
boat to Tarrytown, two or three 
times, at his request. We were not 
unaware, however, that he was daily 
paying the penalty of a glorious repu- 
tation and a popularity as an author 
a leisure so precious as his. When we 
were first installed, however, at the

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‘Ferry of Dobb’ Mr. Irving called in 
our absence, and left with Dame 
Knick the subjoined most cordial 
note: 


‘My Dear Mr. Clark: 
I have been intending every day for 
some time past to drive down and 
make you a visit, but every day 
something or other has prevented. 

not, however, stand upon cere- 
mony, but come to Sunnyside when- 
ever you feel in the notion. It is but 
a pleasant walk by a foot-path along 
the aqueduct. We dine at three 
o'clock and shall always be happy 
to have you as a guest, but come at 
any time in the fresh of the morning, 
and lounge away the day under the 
trees. I can furnish you with books 
and leave you to yourself. I am still 
busy with building and improving, 
and shall be at home for some time 
to come, excepting perhaps Saturday, 
Sunday, and part of Monday next. 
So come when you please, without 
further invitation. I am much obliged 
to you for the loan of the periodi- 
cals, which I shall return to you in 
good order. 
Sunnyside, July 28th, 1847 

Yours very truly 
WASHINGTON TRVING.’ 


“We can affirm, with the entirest 
truth, that nothing in the whole 
course of our life ever afforded us 
more supreme pleasure than we en- 
joyed in our subsequent visits to Sun- 
nyside. We always walked up on the 
Croton aqueduct, a level, dry, and 
charming pathway, commanding the 
loveliest reaches of the ever-glorious 
Hudson; stopping to rest sometimes 
amid the ‘breezy call of incense- 
breathing morn,’ to read an article 
for, or a proof-sheet of the Knicker- 
bocker, under the shadow of one of 
the marble ventilators of the aque- 
duct.” 

In this same January number of 
the Knickerbocker appears a lengthy 
article, “The Hudson” by T. Addison 
Richards, which gives a close-up pic- 
ture of charming Sunnyside with 
these words: 

“No other house on the river, or 
in all the land, will serve as a proto- 
type to this most unique and remark- 
able edifice. Plenty are there, all 
about, of more spacious and more 
magnificent abodes, but not one of 
such striking individuality, of such 
graceful beauty, of such picturesque 
aspect, of such similitude to our ro- 
mantic dreams of the home of love 
and poesy. And yet it is but a little 
box, with little rooms, surrounded by 
little lawns and lanes—all shrinking 
from public gaze in the modest shades 
of woods and shrubbery and vines. 


“Tt is an old-fashionea, stone man- 
sion,’ says the venerable occupant 
himself, ‘all made up of “gable ends, 
and as full of angles and corners as 
an old cocked-hat. Years and years,’ 
he says, speaking of its aspect in 
other days, ‘passed over the time- 
honored little mansion. The honey- 
suckle and the sweet-brier crept up 
its walls; the wren and the phoebe- 
bird built under the eaves; it grad- 
ually became almost hidden among 
trees through which it looked forth, 
as with half-shut eyes, upon the Tap- 
pan Sea. The crow-stepped gables 


were of the primitive architecture of 
the province. The weather-cocks 
which surmounted them had crowed 
in the glorious days of the New Neth- 
erlands, The one over the porch had 
actually glittered of yore on the great 
Vander Heyden Palace at Albany.’ 
This is as truthful a picture of the 
quaint old homestead at this moment 
as it ever was... 


“Mr. Irving’s residence in the 
eventful mansion pegan about the 
year 1835, when it received its pres- 
ent agreeable and characteristic bap- 
tismal of ‘Sunnyside.’ The cottage 
stands close to the river, some half- 
mile above the railway station at Irv- 
ington (this name was chosen in com- 
pliment to the author of the ‘Sketch 
Book’) and may be seen in peeps, en 
passant, but only by eyes well in- 
formed as to its precise geography.” 

Mr. Clark concludes his “fond rec- 
ollections” with one more revealing 
letter from Irving and a beautiful ex- 
pression of his concept of eternity. 

“The last tribute was paid to the 
‘Beloved Departed’ at the rural ceme- 
tery near Tarrytown, of which he 
speaks in the following characteris- 
tic, felicitous letter: 


‘My Dear Mr. Clark: 
I will thank you to send me the two 
numbers of the Knickerbocker which 
contain the story of Mountjoy. You 
once spoke to me aheut some work, 
in print or manuscript, in the pos- 
session of your Oriental correspon- 
dent, relative to the history of Per- 
sia, which might be of service to me 
in writing the life of Mahomet. Can 
you procure me a sight of it? 
I send you a plan of a rural ceme- 
tery, projected by some of the wor- 
thies of Tarrytown, on the woody 
hills adjacent to the Sleepy Hollow 
church. I have no pecuniary in it, 
but I hope it may succeed, as it 
will keep that beautiful and umbra- 
geous neighborhood sacred from the 
anti-poetical and all-leveling axe. 
Beside, I trust I shall lay my bones 
there. The projectors are plain mat- 
ter-of-fact men, but are already a- 
ware of the blunder they have com- 
mitteed in naming it the Tarrytown 
instead of the Sleepy Hollow ceme- 
tery. The latter name would have 
been enough of itself to secure the 
patronage of all desirous of sleeping 
quietly in their graves. I beg you to 
correct this oversight, should you, as 
IT trust you will, think proper to no- 
tice this sepulchral enterprise. 
I hope as the spring opens, you will 
accompany me in one of my brief 
visits to Sunnyside when we will 
make another visit to Sleepy Hollow, 
and (thunder and lightning permit- 
ting) have a colloquy among the 
tombs.

“And there in that little rural 
cemetery they laid the Great and 
Good Man in his final rest. Winter 
day though it was, the sun shone in 
spring-like freshness, the sod was soft 
and green, and the little birds sang a 
sweet requiem from the overhanging 
boughs. As the vast multitude, cer- 
tainly not less than 3,000 persons, 
wended their way homeward, the sun 
was setting behind the lordly hills of 
the Hudson, the feathery golden 
clouds suggesting not only a glorious 
termination of the day, but a glorious 
immortality.”
